POLIOBMEN RESTORE ORDER AT A 
LAKE VIEW MEETING. 


Criticism of Yerkes’ Transportation Facili- 
ties Not Allowed at First by a Crowd 
Said to Be in the Cable Company's Em- 
Ploy=Ald. Kleinecke “Called Down” 
for Alleged Unfriendliness to a Rapid 
Transit Proposition, but Is Subsequent- 
ly Exonerated=Committee Appointed. 

Policemen were called to quell a distur 
ance in a mass-meeting held last night in 
Hitlinger’s Hall, Belmont and Sheffield 
avenues. Five hundred persons attended the 
meeting, which was called to enter a protest 
against North Side transportation in general 
and the alleged attempt of Ald. Kleinecke of 
the T wenty-fifth Ward to block rapid transit 
by breaking the quorum of a Council commit- 
tee. Another object of the meeting was to 
indorse the City Council’s action in passing 
the Lake Street L“ company’s ordinance 
and to assist in any way possible the building 
of an elevated road as proposed by the Lake 
Street company. 

During the progress of the meeting so much 
individuality of expression was indulged in 
the Chairman was unable to preserve order. 
For a time the meeting seemed more like a 
mob than a meeting of property-owners of 
peaceful Lake View. Twenty men were on 
their feet at one time demanding recognition 
by the Chairman. A hundred others in the 
rear part of the hall made such an uproar 
that no one could be heard. Even 
the Chairman, ‘when he attempted 
to restore order, was hissed down and cries 
fora new Chairman were heard. Finally J. 
S. Frazer gained the platform and for a brief 
period held the attention of the meeting. 
Quiet was of short duration, however, and it 
was not until an attaché of the hall had sum- 
moued the neighboring policemen and the 
blue-coats from the Sheffield Avenue Station 
were conspicuous in the hall that anything 
like order prevailed. Even then the meeting 
took on the character of a political ward 
meeting rather than that of a harmonious 
meeting of property-holders called for the 
good of all. 

Accredited to Yerkes’ Men. 


The disturbance was accredited to repre- 
sentatives of the North Side cable company, 
who, it was said, were sent to the meeting to 
produce discord, and, if possible, break it up 
before any object was accomplished. If such 


were the case the scheme failed, for order and 


harmony were finally restored and a committee 
was appointed to investigate the Lake Street 
„L“ road already built and to assist in the 
building of the proposed North Side line. 

The mass-meeting was held in pursuance of 
acall issued bya number of men who be- 
came dissatisfied with the present transporta- 
tion facilities and fancied the Aldermen of 
the Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth Wards 
were derelict in the duties toward their con- 
stituents as regards the rapid transit. It had 
been asserted and spread broadcast through- 
out the North Side that Ald, Kleinecke of the 
Twenty-fifth Ward had left a meet 
ing of the Council committee, which 
committee was investigating an 
nance proposed in the Council relative to 
an L“ road on the North Side, that his de- 
parture from the meeting left the committee 
without a quorum, and that, therefore, the 
Alderman was not serving the best interests 


| of his constituents, or that rather he was at- 


tempting to block the efforts of the citizens 
who were 


an elevated road. The rumor concerning 


Alderman’s action had sufficed to inflame the | 


property-holders and all were intensely ex- 
eited over the matter when at 8:15 o’clock 
C. H. Adams, No. 1616 Wellington avenue, 
who was Chairman of the smaller body which 
called the mass-meeting, rapped for order and 
announced the object of the gathering. Mr. 
Adams plunged into the midst of the matter 
at once by saying:

„% Well,“ he continued, if our Aldermen 
work for Yerkes we will carry this thing into 
the next election and we will fight it out there. 
But whatever this meeting resolves to do, let 
it not end here. Let us work until we haveas 
good transportation as the West and South 
Sides.“ 

Mr. Adams then called for the election of a 
permanent Chairman. He was elected unan- 
imously, and M. F. Seanneil, No. 1649 North 
Halsted street, was made Secretary. 

Ald. Kleinecke was seen in the audience, 
and before the Chairman could announce an 
order of business several men had arisen and 
demanded that he make an explanation of his 
alleged action in leaving the Council com- 
mittee without a quorum and thus, it is 
charged, attempting to block North Side rap- 
id transit. The Chairman thought it better 
to hear from a number of property-owners 
first and let the Alderman explain later. 

Edward Hagen said nothing could be done 
for North-Siders through Mr. Yerkes, as had 
been demonstrated by two years of continu- 
ous fighting. We can do nothing with the 
electric roads nor the cable, said he. Mr. 
Yerkes says he will not build another bit of 
track on the North Side. We must look to 
the L' road proposed for relief.“ 

M. L. Jaffray of the Bicycle Journal said: 
% Much of our property is already vacant and 
rents are low. In three months a half more 
will be vacant, unless we secure rapid transit. 
Now it is reported that Ald. Kleinecke broke 
up a Council committee called to investigate 
a proposed ordinance in favor of our relief. 
I call upon him to explain.“ 

S. J. Forhan and John W. Turner spoke. 
The latter asked to hear from Ald. Kleinecke, 
but the Chairman wanted to wait until other 
property-owners had been heard from. The 
meeting wouldn’t hear the Chairman and 
above his protestations and amid wild dis- 
order a motion was passed calling upon the 
Alderman for an explanation. 

Kleinecke Defends Himself. 


Ald, Kleinecke said: “I have been criti- 
cised for breaking up a quorum of a Council 
committee. I did that because I thought, on 
the absence of a number of other members, 
the North Side was not well enough repre- 
sented at the meeting. I voted against the 
Northwestern Elevated company because it 
was proposed to take up our public streets 
and alleys. Do you want to give up your 
streets and alleys? 

Les, in the interest of rapid transit, was 
shouted from every part of the hall. 

The Alderman continued: The main line 
of the proposed Northwestern was indefinite. 
On that account I opposed it. I found that 
Mr. Yerkes was interested in that road and 
found that it was proposed only to k gen- 
uine efforts to build into our territories, 
1 own me.

DISCOVERY OF AZTEC TOWNS IN RUINS, 


Traces of Canals and Proof That Agriculture 
Was the Principal Industry. 

Eppr, N. M., Dec. 20.—|Special. ]—Yester- 
day Will McMillan of St. Louis and E. Bren- 
son of El Paso, an authority on prehistoric 
Indian ruins, discovered at from twenty to 
forty miles below Eddy the crumbled remains 
of five different Aztec towns that formerly 
contained, according to usual estimates, 15, 
000 to 20,000 persons. Excavations are to 
be made to expose the walls of the farm 
dwellings buried by sand from the hills near 
by. The cafion near by, now filled with sand, 
formerly furnished water. The remains of 
an ancient canal had previously been dis- 
covered. Broken pottery, arrow-heads, and 
stone axes prove the identity of the race to 
be the same as that which, when extinguished, 
left peculiarly built townsin North Mexico, 
Northern New Mexico, and Arizona. They 
were a people who built towns in the hills for 
defense and farmed the river lands. 
Their discovery here shows that agriculture 
was carried on on the Pecos by irrigation by 
the prehistoric dwellers anda dense popula- 
tion supported.

IT CAUSES HIS ARREST UNDER THE 
ORIMINAL OODE. 


The Versatile Educator, Formerly of the 
* Polytechnie Institute — He Furnishes 
Diplomas Advertises His Present 
Place as the Chicago Academy and Is 
Arrested at the Instance of the Legally 
Incorporated Institution of That Name 
His Career. 

“Prof.” Prank W. Harkins, whose numer- 
ous easy ways to get diplomas and degrees 
have caused him to figure prominently in 
print on numerous occasions in the last three 
or four years, is again in trouble. This time 
he has been arrested under the criminal code 
and stands an excellent show of losing some 
of the fees paid to him by persons of scant 
discretion. ‘“ Prof.“ Harkins was arrested 
yesterday morning at the instance of the of- 
ficials of the Chicago Academy for using its 
name. The professor was taken before 
Justice Everett, where he was held in bonds 
of $500 to appear for trial at 10 o’clock Dec. 
27. His wife, Harriet B. Harkins, went on 
his bond. The arrest was made under Sec. 
220 of the criminal code, which is as follows: 

If any company, association, or person puts 
forth any sign or advertisement and therein as- 
sumes for the purpose of soliciting business a 
corporate name, not being incorporated, or being 
incorporated puts forth ahy sign or advertise- 
ment assuming any other or different name than 
that by which it is incorporated or authorized by 
law to act, such company, association, or person 
shall be fined not less than $10 nor more than 
$200, and a like sum for each day he or it shall 
continue to offend after having been once fined.

His Polytechnic Institute. 


This same “ Prof.“ Harkins has figured in 


a great many transactions in the past which 
seem peculiar. 
cago Polytechnic Institute” at Fifth avenue 
and Madison street by inveigling William 
Drury, a wealthy citizen of New Boston, III., 
into signing an agreement which Mr. Drury 
thought was to secure the establishment in 


Mercer County, III., of an industrial school. 


By the terms of the agreement Mr. Drury was 
to give 320 acres of land to assist in estab- 
lishing the school. Harkins came to Chi- 
cago to establish his school and traded 
upon Mr. Drury’s offer, but Mr. 
Drury promptly repudiated it and accused 
Harkins of making untruthful state- 
ments. The “ Polytechnic Institute was 
organized June 24, 1890, with the following 
alleged Board of Directors: The Rev. C. G. 
Trusdell, A. T. Legg, J. A. Haymann, C. P. 
Pruyn, W. S. Hawks, F. W. Harkins, William 
Drury, the Rev. C. C. Willett, and Ida C. Cook. 
The Rev. Dr. Trusdell was out of the city at 
the time and had never heard of Harkins. 
When he returned he peremptorily ordered 
his name taken from the list of directors, 
Some of the others never heard of Harkins 
until asked to goon the board were 
no funds, no responsibilities, and no subse- 
quent meetings. Harkins was the whole in- 
stitute. He engaged Miss Emma O. 
Sickles as Director of the Department of 
Domestic Economy. When called upon to 
take charge 6f her work she found nothing 
but bare walls. She was forced to buy neces- 
sary utensils with her own money, and on 
leaving, when she had come to a full under- 
standing of Harkins and his methods, was 
forced to replevin her goods. This resulted 
in a suit before Justice White Oct. 25, 1890, 
which was decided in her favor. 


Furnishes Diplomas. 


Previous to this Harkins had figured before 
the public as President of the Chicago Cor- 
respondence University,” which, according to 
Harkins, had “thirty-eight professors and 
600 stadents.” This university carried: a 
large and carefully-selected stock of degrees 
which were offered at prices within the reach 
of all, Any one who aspired to write such 
imposing letters as Ph. D., B. A., eto., could 
secure a handsomely-engraved diploma con- 
veying Prof. Harkins’ full permission to do so 
for a nominal consideration. | 

Evidently the diploma business was profit- 
able and degrees in strong demand, for in 
1892 Harkins’ business had extended to 
England. Harkins was then known to him- 
self as the Chancellor of the National Uni- 
versity of Illinois,” an institution which, it 
was claimed, was incorporated under the laws 
of Illinois, but this must have been a mistake, 
since the Secretary of State knew nothing of 
it. Harkins seemed to have worked with one

WHISKY MEN ARE ASTONISHED. 


Did Not Expect Carlisle Would Suggest an 
Increase in the Tax. 

Cincinnati, O., Dec. 20.—Early this morn- 
ing a private dispatch from Washington was 
received on Change announcing Secretary 
Carlisle’s recommendation to Congress 
that an increase of 10 per cent be 
added to the tax on spirits. The 
“news came ein the nature of a 
revelation not wholly unexpected by the 
best informed whisky men. There is a 
general feeling that the recommendation of 
the Secretary will not be followed out to the 
letter. Almost everybody has figured on an 
increase, but the exact figure has been a di- 
lemma which nobody has been able to solve. 
It is believed that the trust peo- 
ple are not disposed to see the tax 
recommended by the Secretary take 
effect. It is figured out by competent 
judges that if the increased tax recommended 
should be trebled, the result would be a profit 
not to exceed $1,000,000 or possibly $1,500,- 
000 to the trust. Should the tax spoken of 
become effective it is argued by reliable 
whisky men that nearly all if not all of the 
plants of the trust would have to close down 
for a long period with a large stock on hand 
for future demands. 


COMMENT ON CARLISLE’S REPORT. 


Editors Express Opinions Touching the 
Suggestions of the Secretary. 
Following is press comment on the report 
of Secretary Carlisle: 
New York, 


Times (Dem.): As to the tariff Mr. Carlisle re- 
states happily the principles of which he has so 
long na sufficient advocate, It is a most sat- 
isfactory element in the situation that the Treas- 
ury report shows that the bill proposed by the 
Ways and Means committee has the cordial and 
deliberate approval of the Secretary and is 
framed to meet the situation as hein his wider 
and more exact knowledge finds it.

Tribune (Rep.): Secretary Carlisle’s report 
embraces two parts of widely different merit. 
The part relating to tariff and taxation is emi- 
nently calculated to increase public apprehen- 
sion, is surcha with free trade theories, and 
ie ht gp and does not bear the test of com- 
parison with facts. But the part relating 
to national finances and currency and to 
economy in expenses is in the main con- 
servative, distinct in statement, and, excepting as 
to coining the seigniorage, is likely tostrengthen 
the public confidence. o proposes to raise the 
tex on spirits 10 cents, which would be a clear 
or ot many millions to the combination of 

istillers; and their influence over the 
judgment of the Secretary appears to have been 

reater than the deliberate opinion of Mr. David 

Wells, that an increased tax on spirits would 
be undesirable and unprofitable. The Secre- 
tary evidently leans toward substitution 
of State bank circulation for issues by the gov- 
ernment, and argues at length on the unwisdom 
and danger of making the Treasury a bank of 
issue. Itis enough for the present to say that 
his suggestions on that point do not tend to in- 
crease public confidence.

He deliberately and purposely con- 
ceals that what I say in my dispatch of Novem- 
ber, 1892, was a confidential statement to the 
Department of State of the condition of affairs 
in Hawaii, a report of facts which by the estab- 
lished rules and practices of diplomacy I was in 
duty bound to make known to my government. 

At that date my opinions were so privately 
held that both in Honolulu and in California it 
was believed that the American Minister was 
averse to annexation. For months prior to the 
date of this dispatch there ad been 
a continual struggle between the Legisia- 
ture and the ueen as to their re- 
spective rights regarding the constitution 
and responsibilily of the Cabinet. Ministry 
after ministry had been appointed in defiance of 
the votes of the legislators and responsible pub- 
lic opinion. The Queen and her immoral favor- 
ite, Wilson, and the lottery ring openly defied 
the Legislature and the property-holders of 
the islands. Only the remarkable self-pos- 
session of the respectable and the responsible 
men of the islands prevented an outbreak and 
the overturn of the monarchy at an earlier date. 
The self-possession and forbearance of the men 
thus defied by the monarchy and its parasites 
were remarkable, considering that they were en- 
during abuses and scandals which no American 
city or State would tolerate thirty days. 

t when the Queen and her favorite, Wilson, 
called by the appointment of the Jones- Wilcox 
Cabinet, men of the highest respectability and 
responsibility, three of them wealthy, and wish 
not for office, I confidently reached the conclu- 
sion, as the close of the islature was near, 

t this ministry would be able to carry on 
the government safely for the following eighteen 
months and until the election of a new Legisla- 
ture. In this belief 1 left Honolulu in the United 
States 1 — Jan. 4 on a trip to Hilo, 
250 miles from Honolulu, the first time for many 
2 when I had deemed it safe to leave Hon- 
olulu. 

Mr. Stevens Greatly Surprised. 

In the ten days of our absence from the lega- 
tion I had known no more of what had been 
transpiring in Honolulu than — I had been 
at that time in Washington hen Capt. 
Wiltse and myself in the Boston arrived 
in the harbor off Honolulu in the forenoon 
of Jan. 14 I was completely taken by surprise at 
what the Queen, the palace associates, and the 
lottery gang had accomplished in ten days. The 
remonstrances of the Chamber of Commerce, of 
the numerous petations of some of the best people 
of the city. both whites and natives, and the 
earnest pleadings of those who had previously 
adhered to the monarchy had been defiantly dis- 
regarded. I found the city in great excitement 
and learned that for many hours there had been 
an anxious desire for the return of the Boston, 
and the desire was strong among the more 
thoughtful supporters of the monarchy as well 
as among the great bedy of the responsible citi- 
zens. The surging, irresistible tide of revolution 
was then obvious to all persons not willfully 
blind. Without sleep for two days and nights on 
the Boston, without stopping to change 
dress, as soon as I possibly could I sought to co- 
operate with the i Minister to get 
access to the Queen, and to ~ by friendly ad- 
vice to arrest the revolution. It was too late. 
The mob of royal retainers were already gather- 
ing to the palace to aid the Queen to car 
her plan of overturning the constitution. 
took place at the palace that afternoon of Jan. 
14 ended the Hawaiian monarchy forever. 

Chief Justice Judd, who has held his office 
many years, always conservative, and uutil then 
a supporter of the monarchy, in a recent public 
meeting in Honolulu, gives the following ac- 
count as to how the monarchy fell:

HOAR WANTS DEPARTMENT OF ROADS 


Mr. Gallinger Hints the Scheme Is in Favor 
of Bicyclemakers. 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Dec, 20.—Immediately 
after the reading of the journal the Vice. 
President laid before the Senate the annual 
report of the Secretary of the Treasury, and 
it was referred to the Committee on Finance. 

Mr. Hoar presented a monster petition on 
the subject of roads. He stated that the peti- 
tion asked for the establishment of a depart- 
ment of roads as an executive department. 
Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.) made a remark 
to the effect that the promoters of the petition 
were bicycle manufacturers, which remark 
Mr. Cockrell thought exceedingly pertinent. 
Mr. Gallinger said that it was a well-known 
fact that bicycles were sold at $150 which 
did not cost 25 per cent of that sum, and he 
om ty that the poor man who used bicycles 
might be benefited by a reduction of price. 

Mr. Hoar retorted that as Mr. Gallinger 
wasa doctor it was inconsistent for him to 
desire that people should purchase the heaith- 
saving bicycle, unless he desired them ‘to save 
their money and buy his pills. 

Finally the tition was referred to the 
Committee on Inter-State Commerce, as was 
also a bill introduced by Mr. Cockrell (Dem., 
Mo.) to secure aerial navigation.” ‘If 
that can be done,“ he said, it will dispense 
with the necessity of so many good roads.”’ 

Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.) offered a reso- 
lution, which was laid on the table for the 
present, declarmg that, in view of the wide- 
spread industrial depression, it is the sense of 
the Senate that it would be unwise to attempt 
any change in the tariff laws. 

‘he resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Frye (Rep., Me.), calling for information as 
to permission to land the Brazilian telegraph 
cable on the coast of the United States, was 
laid before the Senate and agreed to. ‘ 

Several bills were taken from the calendar 
and passed, including the following: Senate 
bill for the issue of ordnance stores and sup- 
plies to the State of Nebraska to replace 
similar stores destroyed by fire. Senate bill 
for the relief of Gen. Napoleon J. T. Dana 
(placing him upon the retired list). 

The urgent deficiency bill was’ reported 
back from the Committee on Appropriations 
by Mr. Cockrell (Dem., Mo.), Chairman of 
that committee. who said that as soon as the 
bill passed the Senate the hour of adjourn- 
ment for the holiday recess would be fixed 
for tomorrow; and it was doubtful whether, if 
any amendment to the bill were made in the 
Senate, there would be a quorum of the House 
to act upon it. After debate the motion to 
strike out the mileage clause was rejected— 
yeas, 12; nays, 4l—and the bill was then 
passed, 

The resolution offered yesterday by Mr. 
Morgan (Dem., Ala.) for the appointment of 
a joint committee on the Nicaragua Maritime 
Canal was agreed to. It provides for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of three Senators 
and three Representatives to examine into 
and report upon the canal and to determine 
what legislation, if any, is proper and neces- 
sary for the promotion of the general welfare 
of the people of the United States. The com- 
mittee may sit during the sessions of 
Congress and may proceed to Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica to conduct its examinations. 

The conference report on the New York and 
New Jersey bridge bill was laid before the 
Senate and concurred in, so the bill, if signed 
by the President, will become a law. 

A message from the House providing for 
the holiday recess from tomorrow till the 3d 
of January was agreed to. The Senate then 
after a short executive session adjourned.

Wasninctos, D. C., Dec. 20. Gross irreg- 
ularities amounting to millions of dollars are 
stated to have been discovered in the New 
York Custom-House by a special agent of the 
department. His report, which is elaborate 
as to detail, has been laid before Secretary 


Carlisle, and was today the subject of several 
hours’ discussion between him and Assistant 
Secretary Hamlin. The report refers princi- 
pally to tobacco refunds, in which the 
irregularities are alleged to have 
occurred.

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APPREHENSIONS OF A MISTRIAL 
LOOM UP IN THE OOURT-ROOM. 
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Benson Exhausted Because of the Close 
Confinement and Has to Be Treated 
with Great Care to Conserve His 
Strength—Milkmar Mertes Said to Have 
Been Located by the State in San Fran- 
cisco=Dr, Perkins Testifies Abeut the 
Post-Mortem on Cronin’s Body. 


It is possible there may be a mistrial in 
the Coughlin case. Juror Benson, apparent- 
ly one of the strongest and most sturdy men 
in the box, is showmg signs of breaking down 
under the strain and the close confinement. 
Tuesday he was seized with a terrible head- 
ache and spent most of the day lying down. 
Yesterday he was somewhat better, but still 
looked white and drawn. Several times dur- 
ing the day’s proceedings Benson was obliged 
to retire, once delaying the progress of the 
case for half an hour, When he returned 
counsel for the defense inquired in an anx- 
ious tone whether the juror was able to con- 
tinue. Benson knit his brows and with a 
forced smile said he thought he could stick 
it out. 

Benson is a railroad switchman and is used 
to 42 of exercise in the open air. The 
rich food furnished the j en and the al- 
most entire lack of exercise have a serious ef- 
fect upon him. Another fact which is not 
without influence on all the jurors is the 
abominable lack of ventilation in the court- 
room. Several times duri each session 
Judge Tuthill is obliged to order the windows 
thrown wide open to freshen theair. The 
consequence is that the jurors, as well as all 
others in attendance at the trial, are subjected 
to a succession of alternate chills and fever, 
which might well break down a strong consti- 


tution. 

Head Bailiff Newland, in charge of the jury, 
said yesterday that if care and attention 
would avail, nson would be restored to 
health. He did not think the juryman’s ail- 
ment would result seriously. 

One noticeable thing about terday’s pro- 
ceedi was the fact that Juror Wadleigh 
was taking copious notes of the testimony. 
Heretofore the members of the jury have ap- 

rently depended on their memories, and 

r. Wadleigh’s innovation excited vonsidera- 
ble interest. 


Mute Testimony of a Key. 


The testimony heard yesterday thoroughly 
covered one important link of connection in 
the chain of circumstances and a beginning 
was made in a new field of inquiry, where, as 
has been announced often, one of the chief 
battles of the case will be fought. The wit- 
nesses whose examination took up the greater 
part of the — were the detectives who 
searched the Carlson cottage and found on the 
floor the key which it was afterward discov- 
ered fitted the lock of the trunk in which Dr. 
Cronin’s body was carried away to the catch 
basin. This tiny but powerful witness is one 
of the most important pieces of testimony in 
the possession of the State. It firmly con- 
nects the bloody trunk with the Carlson cot- 
tage, and tends to establish the probability of 
the cottage being the scene of the murder. 
The prosecution supposes the key was dropped 
in the haste of the conspirators to place their 
victim beyond discovery. 

How can that be true,“ the attorneys for 
the defense will ask the jury, when the paint 
which appears on the key is the same as that 
which the State claims was put on the floor of 
the cottage on the night of Soe 12?” 

Is it reasonable to suppose that the mur- 
derers in the deliberate act of covering up 
their tracks would have left behind them so 
plain a trace of their movements asa part of 
the instrument for concealing the crime? 

The defense will ask the jury to consider 
how strange it would be for plotting men to 
deliberately paint and leave on the floor of the 
cottage a trunk key when no trunk was to be 
found in the place. 


Milkman Mertes Found. 


A matter which the prosecution did not 
wish to have known came out in a report 
that was circulated in the court-room yester- 
day. Milkman William Mertes was a strong 
witness for the State at the former trial, and 
the attorneys are anxious that his testimony 
should not be weakened in the present trial. 
Consequently the less known about Mertes’ 
whereabouts the better. The milkman was 
ruined in business by the last trial because of 
the enemies he formed by his disclosures. He 
left the city and went West. For some time 
the attorneys for the State were unable to 
trace him in his wanderings, but finally lo- 
cated him, and refused to divulge 
his whereabouts. The report which 
came out yesterday locates the ex-milkman in 
San Francisco. It runs that a few weeks ago 
the milkman was recognized as a waiterin a 
German boarding-house recently established 
near the Midwinter Fair grounds. The re- 
sult, it is said, was made by a former resident 
of Lake View, who chanced to take a meal at 
the establishment and who at once com- 
municated his discovery to the prosecution. 
Attorney Scanlan said last night he would not 
tell where the man is at present, but had 
believed all along the State could get him 
whenever he was wanted and would do so. 

Merten’ testimony is that the night of May 
4, 1889, he saw Daniel Coughlin drive up to 
the cottage at about 8:30 o'clock, just half 
an hour after Mrs. Hoertel swore she saw Dr. 
Cronin enter. Another man . accompanied 
Coughlin, the witness said. In the present 
case his testimony is of the most vital im- 
portance. and its loss would be serious to the 
prosecution. 

When the cause of death is taken up fully 
the prosecution will introduce some new evi- 
dence in the form of several photographs 
showing Dr. Cronin’s head and body taken 
after death. 

Late yesterday afternoon the State began 
its proof on the cause of death. The first 
witness called along this line was Dr. Charles 
F. Perkins. He was a student of the Rush 
Medical College in 1889 and attended the 

t- mortem examination held upon Dr. 
ronin's body at the Sheffleld Avenue Station 
May 23. He accompanied County Physician 
James K. Egbert and performed the surgical 
work at the examination. He described 
eleven wounds upon the head and neck and 
the general condition of the body. He iden 
tified Dr. Cronin’s teeth. His testimony will 
be continued this morning. 


OFFICER LORCH TELLS WHAT HE SAW. 


He Reviews His Visit to the Carlson Cot- 
tage Before the Coughlin Jury. 

The first witness for the State in the Cough- 
lin case yesterday morning was Francesco 
Villiers, who was recalled to testify as to the 
location of the streets in Lake View, and also 
as to whether they were paved or unpaved. 
The Captain indicated the various localities 
on a map which was spread out on a table, 
and both court and jury leit their seats while 
he was doing so to get a better understanding 
of the situation. Goi on, the witness ex- 
amined and identified the blood-stained trunk 
and also partially identified the lock of hair 
in the possession of the State as that found on 
the edge of the trunk when it was picked up 
in the Evanston road. 

G. J. Lorch, a police officer, testified that 
in May, 1887, he visited the Carlson cottage 
with Officers Hyatt and Chamberson. When 
they reached the cottage they found Officer 
Jacobs already on guard there. They entered 
at the rear of the cottage and made a thor- 
ough examination of all the rooms. In the 
front room they found a part of the furniture 
which was purchased at Revell’s and taken 
from No. 117 Clark street to the cottage. 
The witness told also of the finding of the 
paint pots and the broken slats of 
the window blinds. On the 
slats were traces of red paint and what 
looked like finger marks. On the floor 
of the freshly painted hallway were marks 
where some man had stepped in his stocking 
feet. The piece of window blind taken from 
the cottage as well as the section of the floor 


showing the footprints were shown to the 


witness and he identified them. On the stairs 
and in the hallway witness saw blood stains. 
Later he went on to tell of the finding of the 
missing sg Ay the trunk, where it lay on the 
floor of cottage partially covered with 
red paint. 

He took the key to the Sheffield Avenue Po- 
lice Station and then found that it fitted the 
lock of the blood-stained trunk. 

The key was submitted in evidence by the 
State after having been identified by the wit- 


ness.

OBSTACLE RACE AFTER THREE TOUGHS. 


A Trio of Officers Have a Lively Chase on 
the North Side. 

It was an obstacle race of a stern sort that 
three young toughs ran yesterday with three 
officers from the West North Avenue Police 
Station. The defeated trio, who gave the 
names of Daniel Steward, James Breen, and 
James Carroll were seen by Detectives Glea- 
son and Henreddy going from house to house 


on some mysterious errand. They had seen 


the three before, and, bearing in mind their 
past history, decided to do a little pipmg 
on the quiet. They followed the men several 
blocks, saw them call at several 
more houses, und then determined to 
find out what they were domg. The 
started toward them, but when half a bloc 
away were seen by the trio, who evidently 
knew they were officers. y started on a 
run up the street with the officers in pursuit. 
They disappeared down the first promising- 
looking alley, and when the officers reached 
the entrance to the same they saw the 
last man making a hasty climb over a high 
board fence. Nothing daunted, the officers 
went over after them. For the next few 
blocks the pace was killing and the officers, 
fearing the men would escape, fired into the 
air. shooting served to put new life into 
the pursued, but it also attracted the attention 
of Officer Mueller, who joined in the chase. 
Mueller acted as pacemaker: for the other 
two officers and the chase bowled along again. 
The addition of Mueller to the pursuing party 
was too great a handicap for the other side to 
overcome, and near Division street they gave 
it up. The officers claim the men were call- 
ing at the house, giving some flimsy excuse 
simply to find a place where the family was 
absent and then go through the place. The 
men were booked for disorderly conduct and 
their record will be hunted up before they are 
given their liberty. 


PEDDLER PUTS ROBBERS TO FLIGHT. 


One-Armed, Aged Man with a Hatchet 
Foils Three Hold-Ups, 


Anton Papposki, a one-armed peddler, 
armed with a hatchet, put to flight two men 
who were trying to rob him and used up their 
companion so badly that he had to be taken 
to the hospital. Papposki lives at No. 
117 North Elizabeth street, the ground floor 
of which he uses as a stable. Yesterday after- 
noon three men—of whom John, alias Bull,“ 
Egan was one—came into his barn and, plac- 
ing a revolver at his head, demanded that he 
give up what money he had. Papposki, 
beside having only one hand, is 72 

ears old, but despite these disadvantages 
1 had no idea of giving what he had worked 
hard toearn. He knew thata little hatchet 
lay in the box of his wagon and that it was all 
he had with which to defend himself. In or- 
der to reach it he reed to give the men 
money if they would let him go and get it. To 
this they agreed. The old man stepped to the 
wagon, 8 seized the hatchet and with a 
wild whoop fell upon the robbers. Egan was 
nearest, and he got a blow on the top of the 
head that laid him out. The old man then 
made a jump for the other two, but they lost 
their nerve and fired a shot at Papposki and 


ran. 

The West Chicago Avenue Police Station 
ambulance was called and Egan was taken to 
the County Hospital, where his wounds were 
dressed. He was not seriously injured, and 
was carried back to the West Chicago Avenue 
Station, where he was locked up charged with 
robbery.

CHRISTMAS PRESENTS IN THE MAIL, 


Foreign Packages Are the Greater in Num- 

, ber, but All Show Decrease. 

„ Christmas presents are beginning to move 
pretty lively through the Postoffice,”’ said J. 
A. Montgomery, Superintendent of Mails, 
but they are as yet more foreign than do- 
mestic in character. It is scarcely time yet 
for the delivery of presents in our own 
country. The people always like to have 
their gifts reach ‘the recipient as near- 
ly as possible Christmas morning. The 
rush in presents to be sent to points in our 
own country will begin in a heavy way 
Thursday. It will increase Friday. To 
reach California and other distant points 
by Christmas presents must be mailed here 
Friday. Saturday will be the heaviest day, 
as all short distance carriages will come on 
that date. There are not so many presents 
being sent this year as there were last. 
The presents sent to foreign coun- 
tries are mostly cards, handkerchiefs, 
and books. Presents sent in our 
own land are toys and articles that are not 
sendable except at letter-rate postage. Pres- 
ents have failen off from this time last year 
in both foreign and domestic fields at least 15 
per cent. For the handling of the holiday 
mails we have an additional force of 
ten men, who were returned to us from 
the World’s Fair. Domestic and all other be- 
side first-clasa mails are heavier now than 
| they were last year; in fact, the volume of 
mail matter died by the Chicago 
office is constantly increasing. The first- 
class or letter mail is not so large 
asat this time last year. That is because 
last year the World’s Fair managers and 
exhibiters were using the stock of many 
paper mills and the contents of barrels and 

rrels of ink daily in pfeparing mail matter 
to send through the Chicago office.“ 


WHY GRASSHOPPERS CHEW TOBACCO. 


Story of the Way in Which Man Obtained 
the Weed. 

An ethnologist tells an interesting story as 
to how tobacco was first obtained by man, 
according to the traditions of the Menominee 
Indians. , 

„One day the god-hero Manabozo was on a 
journey, when he perceived a delightful 
odor. It seemed to come from a crevice 
in the cliffs high up on a mount- 
ain side. On going closer he found 
acavern which was occupied bya giant. In 
fact, the giant was the tenant of the mount- 
ain, and from the mouth of the cave a pass- 
age led down into the very center of the hill, 
where there was a large chamber. Around 
the chamber were stacked great quantities of 
bags filled with curious dried leaves. From 
the leaves proceeded the delicious fragrance.

DEATH OF G.C. MAGOUN 


OHAIRMAN OF ATOHISON EXECUTIVE 
OOMMITTEE PASSES AWAY. 


His Business Career Intimately Connected 
with the Barings of London—He Was in 
the Old Firm of Kidder, Peabody & 
Co., Their American Representatives 
More Recently Interested in the Santa 
Fe Rallway- Daniel Sinclair, Once a 
New York Publisher, Is Dead. 


New Lon, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—George 
C. Magoun, Chairman of the Executive Board 
of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé rail- 
road, died here at 9:15 o’clock this evening. 
Mr. Magoun became ill seven weeks ago at 
his home, No. 50 West Forty-eighth street. 
He was suffering from stomach trouble. 
Three weeks ago Drs. McBurney and 
Alexander performed an operation for 
tumor of the stomach, Since that time 
he has been failing rapidly. For the last two 
weeks he had been dying slowly. He was un- 
conscious when death came. Mr. Magoun 
was 52 years old. His wife is a confirmed in- 
valid. Frank and Kingsley Magoun are the 
other members of the firm of Baring, Magoun 
& Co. An autopsy will be performed tomor- 
row. 

Mr. Magoun was a member of the old house 
of Kidder, Peabody & Co., the representatives 
of the Barings in America. As a re 
sult of the Baring failure in No- 
vember, 1890, this firm separated into two 
houses in March, 1891,upon an amicable basis, 
Mr. Magoun remaining with the New York 
house as second partner therein, Thomas 
Baring being the senior member of the firm. 
In both the old and new houses he was the 
Stock Exchange member and looked 
after that branch of the business. 
Mr. Magoun was a prominent elub man, aud 
was a member of the Metropolitan, Tuxedo, 
New York Yacht club, City club, Union 
League club, Lawyers’ club, Metropolitan 
Museum of Art, the American Geographical 
Society, and the New England Society.

It 
was in his office that President 
Reinhart, with Mr. Magoun by his side, aecided 
upon all the financial questions as they arose 
in the conduct of this enormous corporation. 
With Mr. Magoun in charge the home firm of 
the Barings felt that their interests in Atchi- 
son were well taken care of. 

The last summer was one of tremendous 
strain upon Mr. Magoun. He not only had 
ail the many interests of the American end of , 
a prominent foreign house to look after but 
the Cordage crash came, and he accepted 
a position on the Committee of Reorganiza- 
tion of that financial mess. Under the pres- 
sure his health gave way, and after a recent 
severe operation he lay for some time in a 
critical state at his residence, No. 50 West 
Fifty-fourth street. The end came at 9:15 
tonight. Mr. Magoun had been ill for sev- 
eral months with a complication of kidney 
disorders. He leaves two sons. 

Mr. Magoun was born in Cambridge, Mass., 
in 1840, and was graduate d at the Cambridge 
High school in 1856.

Coupling Chicago’s Municipal Election 
with National Afairs. 


Wasutneton, D. C., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
High hopes are held by the administration of 
a Cleveland machine in Chicago if Hopkins 
gets into the Mayor’s chair. While disap- 
pointed at the melting away of the great 
Democratic majority, the President, in 
these days, is thankful for small 
favors, and if Hopkins is in it will 
be the first step in wiping out the last vestige 
of Carter Harrison’s followers. The idea is 
to build up an organization by the joint 
forces of the municipal and the national ad- 
ministraticns, which will be controlled from 
Washington.

THE GREAT ORANGE CROP OF FLORIDA. 
Larger This Season than Ever Before and 
the Industry Growing Rapidly. 

Writing from Marion County, Fla., a corre- 
spondent of the Cultivator and Country Gen- 
tleman says of the orange crop: 

The Florida orange crop, it is thought, 
will be a little larger than ever before. It was 
estimated at from 4,000,000 to 4,500,000 
boxes. A storm that prevailed in October 
over the eastern part of the State has short- 
ened the crop considerably. In some places 
the estimate of damage was as high as 25 
percent. The great hurricane that desolated 
the Louisiana and Mississippi coasts destroyed 
most of the Louisiana crop. A company. of 
Florida packers had gone to Louisiana to 
pack the crop on the Bradish Johnson place, 
near the mouth of the Mississippi River. The 
crop on that grove was estimated at from 
30,000 to 40,000 boxes. They got off 3,000 
ooxes before the storm came, It destroyed 
all that was left on the trees and blew down 
several thousands of the trees. Parenthetic- 
ally, I will say that Florida enjoys a happy 
immunity from severe storms. Cyclones are 
unknown and hard blows rare, 

The product of oranges has increased in the 
last eight years from 600,000 to 4,000,000 
boxes, and that amount is about as much as 
can be marketed ata profit. We know this 
from the experience of the last two seasons. 
Production is increasing more rapidly than 
the demand. Unless some great disaster over- 
takes the orange groves, it will not be many 
years before production reaches 10,000,- 
000 boxes. present crop is very 
fine. There has been no lack of rain this 
season and greater pains have n 
taken to improve the quality of the fruit 
by more spraying, more fertilizing, and better 
cultivation. As the grovesincrease in age and

pace increase diseases and parasites that 
infest thom, In this way an effectual check 
to overproduction may result. 

For the blight no remedy has been found. 
Foot rot is amenable to treatment, but is de- 
stroying thousands of trees annually.

HOW HAMBROUGH MET DEATH. 


Specialists Testify His Wounds Could Have 
Been Self-Inflicted. 

Enmnona, Dec. 20.—In the Monson trial 
today Dr. Matthew Hay, professor of medical 
jurisprudence at Aberdeen University, testi- 
fied that as a result of his experiment he be- 
lieved the shot marks on the trees were not 
connected with the tragedy and that the body 
might have been carried without soiling the 
clothes. He had examined the skull of Lieut. 
Hambrough and believed that he had been 
shot from behind, the shot going in an up- 
ward direction. Dr. Hay was of the opinion 
that the fatal shot could have been fired from 
the gun in the hands of the deceased. There 
were many attitudes in which it was quite 
possible for the accident to have happened. 
The witness produced photographs showing 
persons holding a gun in the right hand in a 
manner that if the gun was discharged it 
would have produced a wound similar to that 
which killed Lieut. Hambrough, It was pos- 
sible, Dr. Hay said, that the accident had 
been caused by Lieut. Hambrough attempt- 
ing to jump across the ditch, the hammer of 
his gun striking the wall behind. An exami- 
nation of the skull and experiments showed 
that the muzzle of the gun might have been 
at any distance from a few inches to four feet 
from the head. He would conclude that 
— had been caused by the gun Lieut. 

ambrough carried. Dr. Saunders corrob- 
orated the testimony given by Dr. Hay.

PROVINCES ARE NOT READY. 


Alsace and Lorraine Must Remain Under 
the Exceptional Laws. 

Bertin, Dec. 20.—The Federal Council has 
rejected the proposal to abolish the excep- 
tional laws governing Alsace and Lorraine. 
This course was taken in harmony with the 
views of Prince von Hohenlohe, Imperial 
Administrator, who thinks the two provinces 
not yet ready for the ordinary conditions. 

May Pardon Two French Spies. 

It is again rumored that Emperor William 
will pardon the two French spies, Degony and 
Malavas, who were sentenced at Leipsic Dec. 
16 to six and four years’ vonfinement. The 
prisoners acknowledged their guilt and asked 
the Emperor to pardon them, but his Majesty 
said he could take no action until the courts 
had acted. The prisoners have been trans- 
ferred from Leipsic to the fortress at Glatz, 
in Prussian Silesia. N 

Regulations for Moving Explosiv es. 

The government by agreement with the 
various States of the empire will adopt regu- 
lations for the transportation of explosives. 
Severe punishment will be meted out to any 
person who is detected in moving explosive 
material without having complied with the 
regulations. 

Anarchist Counterfeiters Arrested. 

The police in Wiesbaden have arrested 
Ruppert K. Weimer and several other Anarch- 
ists, who have been making counterfeits of 
German coin. The profits of the business 
were used in snreading Anarchist propaganda.

SEVERE STORM IN THE CHANNEL, 


Many Vessels Driven to Shelter and Sev- 
eral Are Wrecked. 

Lowpon, Dec. 20.—A severe storm is pre- 
vailing along the southern coast, and 
a mountainous sea is running in the chen- 
nel. A large number of vessels ran into 
Dover this morning for shelter. The steamer 
Gorton went ashore at noon off the prom- 
enade. Dungeness Bay was also crowded 
with vessels that had put in there to escape 
the storm. One three masted vessel was 
driven ashore, where the sea soon pounded: it 
to pieces. Its crew vas rescued 
with great difficulty. The schooner 
Gordon sprang a leak in Herne Bay 
and the water gained on the pumps so rapidly 
that the crew went aloft and lashed them- 
selves to the rigging just before the schooner 
foundered. After many attempts a lifeboat 
was got through the surf and the men in the 
rigging were rescued. 

The packet Louis Dagmar from Boulogne 
was unable to make its port, Folkestone, and 
was compelled to stand for Dover, where it 
landed its passengers. As it was entering the 
harbor it collided with a tug, both vessels be- 
ing almost unmanageable owing to the fear- 


ful sea running.

The result is 
that the Mayor of Yusgat has been dismissed 
and summoned to this city to give an account 
of his administration.

RUHMANN SAYS THEY WERE WED IN 
OHIGAGO SIX WEEKS AGO. 


The Pair Make Many Friends on the Lahn 
During the Passage=—The Husband Tell- 
ing the Story Says the Claim Against 
George Gould Is a Good One and That 
the Case Will Be Pressed=<The Woman 
Says She Knew the Young Millionaire 
Well—Will. Go on the Stage.

Graham,” cheerily sang out the bronzed 
Captain of the Lahn, as between 2 and 3 
o’clock this morning he shook hands with one 
of the passengers who, passing over the 
vessel’s side to board the tender, was soon on 
the way through the murky fog of Southamp- 
ton harbor.

I was a clothing merchant in a Chi- 
cago store in the Rand & Mo- 
Nally Building, Adams street, in part- 
nership with my brother-in-law, which is 
now dissolved. After the termination of the 
Gould suit I will put my wife on the stage. 

Ruhmann clung constantly during the trip 
to London to an alligator hand bag, in which 
he says are his wife’s diamonds and valuables. 
The proprietor of the Savoy says he will no- 
tify the Ruhmanns to leave tomorrow. 


CRISPI DEALS IN SUGGESTIONS. 


The Feeling in the Italian Chamber Is Pes- 
simisticenA Sicilian’s Sensation,

Roms, Dec. 20.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
James Gordon Bennett. — Radical measures 
are needed to save Italy. Crispi has as yet 
brought forward in the Chamber no plans, 
but hus dealt in vague suggestions.

Roms, Dec. 20.—Notwithstanding the po- 
lice precaution to guard against the admis- 
sion of objectional persons to the galleries of 
the Chamber of Deputies at the opening of 
the House today a man in the public gallery 
sprang to his feet, and, addressing the new 
Ministers, shouted, ‘* You are a band of brig- 
ands. He was at once placed under arrest. 
The police say they believe the man is an 
Anarchist. 

After the formal opening of the Chamber 
Sig. Crispi presented the members of the new 
Cabinet to the House. He declared that the 
ministry belonged to no party, but was in- 
spired by the necessity of the situation, and it 
demanded the support of patriotism. The 
Chamber, the Prime Minister added, would 
have to solve urgent problems. The govern- 
ment would propose great economies. It was 
also necessary to impose some sacrifices upon 
the country. 

At this point the Prime Minister was inter- 
rupted by the Socialists. The well known 
leader of that party, Sig. de Felice-Giuffcida, 
member for the Second District of Catania, 
Sicily, shouted: The taxpayers are unable 
to pay another sou. 

Durmg the debate Premier Crispi said that 
he had not referred to the Cabinet's foreign 
policy because home questions were now 
paramount, but his views were familiar. He 
was for friendship with all nations and 
respect for treaties. He recognized that 
strong remedial measures were needed to 
tranquilize Sicily. He loved the wor

Uproar 
succeeded.each demand. Eventually the dis- 
order became so gieat that the President sus- 
pended the sitting. When business was re- 
sumed a motion complimenting the commit- 
tee upon its work was proposed. The friends 
of Sig. Giolotti, whose downfall was the direct 
result of the committee’s report, fought des- 
perately against the motion. Nevertheless it 
was passed bya large majority. 


GLADSTONE AND GEN, TRACY. 


Lord George Hamilton and the Premier 
Have a Brash Over the American. 

Loxpox, Dec. 20.—Gen. Tracy, formerly 
Secretary of the Navy of the United States, 
was quoted recently with considerable show of 
deference by the Army and Navy Gazette. 
His opinions are regarded by many high naval 
authorities here as worthy of notice, and in 
the House of Commons last evening Lord 
George Hamilton, once First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, did nothing unusual in referring to 
Gen. Tracy’s recent comments on the En- 
glish navy. Nevertheless his references irri- 
tated Mr. Gladstone perceptibly. Sir George 
had spoken at length on the needs of the 
' British navy and had mentioned some foreign 

opinions of its strength. While many such 

opinions were worthless, he said, others were 
valuable—for instance those of Gen. Tracy, 
with which he agreed in every respect. Mr. 
Gladstone was on his feet as soon as Lord 
George sat down and answered him in these 
words: 

I do not know why the noble Lord has quoted 
Gen. Tracy. Hisis net a more sacred name in 
my eyes than any other. Isaw Gen. Tracy's ar- 
ticle and it is not unnatural that the noble lord 
should turn it to account, but I do not know 
what means that gentleman has of examining the 
case. 

He was Secretary of the United States 
Navy for four years, interposed Lord George, 
and laughter and ironical cheers from the 
Conservatives greeted the answer. 

“Then it seems to me,” continued Mr. 
Gladstone, that he corresponds with the 
noble Lord, only is not quite so good.” 
[Laughter.] »I do not suppose that Gen. 
Tracy acquired such knowledge that the whole 
of this Parliament must defer to the opinion 
that he sent us across. the Atlantic.“ 
{ Laughter. | 

To Prevent English Purchases Abroad.

The heavy artillery fire continues. Thursday 
afternoon when the garrison of Villegaignon was 
dining a shell from a ten-inch Armstrong in Sao 
Jao penetrated the casements, killing five and 
severely wounding nine. Friday five were 
wounded at Villegaignon. Nictheroy is quiet, 
only occasional shots from its batteries being 
fired against Cobras. Thursday the government 
troops attempted to retake Governador. The in- 
surgents allowed the invading force, which con- 
sisted of 1,000 infantry and some artillery under 
Geri. Telles, to land, then surrounded them and 
cut off their retreat. It is thought probable that 
the troops will surrender. 

In skirmishing with the troopson the shore 
fronts during the last week the insurgents have 
lost five killed and fifteen wounded, The gov 
ernment losses are estimated at 100. 

Gen. Telles attacked the insurgents forces and 
Admiral de Gama with 200 men and four field 
guns repelled the atteck, killing ian of the 
troops and severely wounding Telles. The insur- 
gents losses were seven wounded. 

When the governmént troops were within 300 
yards the insurgent batteries opened fire, the four 
guns firing 200 roundsintwo hours. The gov- 
ernment troops immediately broke in all direc- 
tions. Among the first to be wounded was Gen. 
Telles. The launches posted near the fort report 
that no fugitives have yet attempted to recross 
to the main land. 

It will be impossible any longer to protect för- 
eign commerce here unless armed intervention by 
fereign powers stops the fighting.

AIMED AT AMERICAN TRADE, 


Why Europeans in Brazil Are Said to Fa- 
vor the Insurgents’ Cause. 23 
[Copyright, 1898, by the United Press.] 

Rio Janerro, Dec. 15, via Montevideo, Dec. 
20.—Intermittent firing between the govern- 
nient forts and the forts in the possession of the 
insurgents is of daily occurrence. The gunners 
on both sides are showing considerable im- 
provement, Fort Villegaigaon, which lies 
between Fort Boa Viagero and the public gar- 
den, has been badly damaged, and Fort Co- 
bras has beenslightly battered by the cannon- 
ading of the government forces. 

The insurgents on Cobras Island keep up a 
frequent musketry fire upon the streets in the 
vicinity of the custom house and the boat 
landing. This has had the effect of compell- 
ing a suspension of business in that portion 
of the city. Business in other parts of the 
city is fair. 

A close study of the situation here leads 
to the belief that the European officials sta- 
tioned in Rio Janeiro are favoring the cause 
of the insurgents. Their object, it is be- 
lieved, is to aid so far as they can without in- 
curring diplomatic protest in establishing a 
condition of things that will upset the Amer- 
ican reciprocity treaty with Brazil and cause 
the trade that under the treaty has been 
thrown into the hands of American mer- 
chants to revert to European houses. Eu- 
ropean shippers are indignant because of the 
lack of protection afforded them.

According to N. W. Weston, Superintend. 
ent of Construction for the Sanitary District, 
the twenty miles of drainage canal now under 
contract between Summit and Lockport can 
be completed by April, 1897. At yesterday’s 
meeting of the Drainage Board Supt. Weston 
presented his quarterly report up to Dec. 1. 


The report makes a favorable showing on ail 


but seven sections, those of Harlev, Mo- 
Cormick, and the five sections under contract 
to Agnew & Co. The latter sections make the 
most unfavorable showing of the entire canal, 
and the contractors’ work is said by the re- 
port to be unworkmanlike and detrimental 
to the interests of the district.“ The Super- 
intendent says the work of diverting the chan- 
nel from its old bed to a new one is no small 
undertaking, and is almost completed. The 
river has been shifted and placed between two 
new banks, and its capacity largely increased 
for more than thirteen miles. 


Substance of the Report. 


Of this portion of the work the report says: 
The river diversion is practically completed. 
t has involved many changes of the bed of the 
plaines River, by means of which this stream 
has not only been removed from the site of the 
main channel of the canal, but its course has 
been straightened, as well as deepened, and its 
„r! capacity largely increased thereby. 
These changes have been made at six different 
ts between Lyons, Cook County, and Romeo 
Will County, and ag ate thirteen and 
three-tenths miles of newly constructed river 
channel 200 feet Side, requizins the excavation 
of about 1,600,000 cubic yards of pastel drift 
and 240,000 cubic yards of solid rock. All along 
this new river channel and the intervals between 
these different points of diversion a continuous 
levee has been built, averaging eleven 
feet in  heigh extending from 
high ground near Riverside to Romeo Road, a 
distance of twenty miles, which is expected to ef- 
— — exclude the food waters of the Des- 
plaines 
and thus prevent same from interfering with the 
— — of the work therein. An adequate spill way 
as also been provided near Riverside by which the 
capacity of the new river channel may be tested 
and a much larger volume of flood water carried 
away through the natural outlet. 
ress on the main channel has been much 
vari owing in some instances to extenuating 
conditions, but in most cases where delinquences 
occur the fault lies wholly with the contractors 
themselves. The t séason has been remarka- 
bly favorable for the execution of the work. The 
material requiring thus far to be moved has been 
mostly accessible, is more easily and economical- 
ly handled, and there is no reason whatever for 
any delinquency on most of the sections. 
Details of the progress on each section are 
given, beginning with Section F at Summit. 
his is the smallest section under contract, 
and Ricker, Lee & Co., the contractors, are 
ahead of their estimates by a large sum. At 
the present rate of progress this section will 
be completed in two and one-half years, 
which is within contract requirements. Of 
others, the report in substance says: 
Section E—Let to Streeter & Kennefick, is three 
and one-half months ahead of contract require- 
ments, and can be finished in three years. 
Section D—Will require four years to complete. 
E. D. Smith & Co., the contractors, are behind on 
their estimates to the amount of $22,892. This 
isdue to delay in tting machinery on the 
ground and to several serious mishaps which 
appliances have been wrecked. The contractors 
have their work well in hand, and will be able to 
fulfill contract requirements.

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Arrested at a church social, taken to a po- 
lice station, locked in a dingy cell for two 
hours, charged with having entered a physi- 
cian’s residence under false pretenses, and 
with having robbed the occupants of $400 
worth of valuables is the experience of Ed- 
ward G. Allis, who came to Chicago two 
weeks ago to take the position of assistant 
superintendent of the E. T. Harris company, 
whose architectural iron works are located at 
Fifteeftth and Laflin streets. 

Mr. Allis strongly protests his inrfocence 
and his friends declare they will have no 
trouble in proving it. 

Mr. Allis was arrested Tuesday night 
at the First Congregational Church, 
Washington boulevard and Ann street, 
while he was engaged in conversation 
with a number of young women attending a 
social. Detectives Hogan and Morgan of the 
Desplaines Street Station made the arrest at 
the instance of Mrs, Reynolds, wife oi Dr. G. 
W. Reynolds, who lives across the street from 
the church, No. 335 Washington boulevard. 
Mrs. Reynolds weat to the social with a friend. 
She had not been in the church ten minutes 
when she sighted Mr. Allis. She thought she 
recognized in him the man who, under the 
pretext of renting a room a few days before, 
had stolen things inher house. So positive 
was she of his identity she telephoned to the 
Desplaines Street Station for an officer. 
A warrant for a person to be pointed out 
had been prepared at the time she reported 
her loss to the police. Armed with the war- 
rant, Officer Morgan went into the church 
and, tapping Mr. Allis on the shoulder, said: 

A Lady to See Him, 

There is a lady here who would like to see 
you.“ 

Mr. Allis was taken before Mrs. Reynolds, 
who declared she was sure he was the right 
man. Though he showed his credentials and 
strongly protested his innocence he was taken 
to the Desplaines Street Station and locked 
up. Two hours later he was bailed out by his 
employer, Elijah T. Harris, the President of 
the E. T. Harris company. 

Mrs. Reynolds says Dec. 11 a young man 
came to her house and said he wanted a room, 
He said he was employed by the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railroad. He had to 
work nights and would be at home only dur- 
ing the day. Mrs. Reynolds showed him a 
room which the young man said suited him 
first rate. He had no objections to paying 
any price demanded as rental and said he 
would come the following morning. The 
next morning at 10 o’clock the young man 
came. Mrs. Reynolds met him at the door 
and showed him the room which he was to

DEPRECIATION OF THE CURRENCY. 


A Remarkable Populist Doctrine About 
the Wilson Bi'l Set Forth in Court. 
Kansas City Star: A Populist lawyer of To- 
peka named Root has filed ananswer to a case 
pending in the district court which isto secure 
the payment of a $3,000 note, whichis the 
most remarkable exhibition of the Populist 
doctrine yet given to the public. He claims 
that by reason of the passing of the repeal 
bill the ctirrency of the country was so de- 
preciated that his client ought not to pay but 
$1,500, and sets forth the reasons as follows: 
The answering defendant further shows to 
the court that by the terms and conditions of 
said note for $3,000 it is made payable in 
„ lawful mone of the United States of Amer- 
ien,“ and that by the action of the Congress of 
the United States of America and its several 
sessions held in the autumn of 1893 by 
the repeal of the Sherman law, it 
so decreased, limited, and withdrew 
from the channels of trade a great por- 
tion of the “lawful r of the United 
States of America that this defendant is 
unable to comply with the terme and condi- 
tions of said note, said action of Congress not 
being aided or abetted by this defendant, and 
being wholly beyond her control. This de- 
fendant, therefore, pfays that the terms and 
conditions of the said note requiring her to 
pay to said plaintiff the sum of $3,000 and 
interest thereon may be held ‘in abey- 
ance until the Congress of the 
United States of America shall restore 
to the channels of trade the lawful 
money withdrawn therefrom by the act known 
as the Wilson bill repealing the Sherman law 
that the terms ana conditions of said note an 
mortgage and the contractual right of the . 
fendant in said contracts have been so m 
fied by the enactment of said Wilson bill — 
this defendant in justice and equity should 
pay but 50 per cent of the $3,000, and until 
said Wilson bill is wholly repealed and the 
supply of * lawful money of the United States“ 
be restored to the same proportionate volume 
that obtained in 1883, when these contracts 
were entered into; that Tom Reed, John 
Sherman, Dan Voor Boorse and Grover Cleve- 
land be made parties defendant and be re- 
quired to show cause why they conspired to- 
gether to d volume of money and 
why they were by the creditor class of 
this . — for enacting the terms and con- 
ditions of said conspiracy in law.

FROM RAOINE EXPLAINED. 


Investigation of the Accounts of the Ex- }

It seems he 
did not turn over to his successor, Clerk of 
the Court Ahrens, all of the money in his pos- 
session.

His wife and child are now in 
destitute circumstances. She still believes 
that he will return and make matters rigat.

Reduced to Ashes tn Exactiy Ninety Min- 
utes in a White-Heated Furnace=No 


Ceremonies Attend the Solemn Exer- | 


tion as Now Conducted Not 
Objectionable to the Sight—Improved 
Methods Adopted After Valuable Les- 
sons Learned by Experience. 

For the second time since its completion 
the crématory of Graceland Cemetery was 
fired yesterday and the body of a woman was 
reduced tv ashes. For an hour and a half the 
fierce heat of a forced flame burned over the 
iron cradle, and when the fire was extin- 
guished and the furnace doors opened there 
remained only the white ashes to mark the 
end, for one human life, of all things earthly. 
As the fire was burning the husband of the 
woman stood before the furnace doors paying 
his last tribute of love in. carrying out her 
often expressed wish that her tody should go 
to the flames instead of to the grave. 

The process was a short and simple one. 
No services were held; no songs were sung. 
The Superintendent of the cemetery was 
there to see that the orders were carried out 
by the three employés who were charged with 
the task. No one else was admitted to the

Her Last Wishes Respected. 

The woman whose body was incinerated 
was 30 years old at the time of her death and 
was the wife of a citizen of Chicago. She 
died in Colorado last February and the re- 
mains were brought to Chicago and taken to 
the receiving vaults of Graceland Cemetery. 
This action was prompted by the desire ex- 
pressed by the woman before her death that 
her remains might be cremated. The long 
distance to the nearest crematory caused the 
husband to hesitate about having her wishes 
carried out. When the crematory at Grace- 
land was completed and the first successful 
test miade the husband concluded to investi- 
gate and, if he found the arrangements satis- 


factory, to carry out his own and his dead 


wife’s. designs. He paid a visit to Supt.

The 
doors of the furnace were open, revealing a 
white heat, the cradle was rolled gently in on 
the bed of fire bricks, the inner door of cold 
rolled steel was pulled down, outer 
doors were cl and fastened. the 
fire was started in under forced draft, 
caused by the introduction of steam, and the 
end had come.

® accomplishment’ of these ends, 
ute equality is not attainable under 
any system of taxation can be dovised, it is 
le to correct the flagrant inequal- 
ties which characterize our existing legislation ; 
and doing so. itis the imperative duty of those 
who are charged with the responsibility of mak- 
ing the revision to select such subjects for tax- 
ation and prescribe such methods of assessment 
and collection as will secure the necessary means 
for the support of the government, with the least 
possible 2 to any part of the people, but 
without regard tothe groundless apprehensions 
or unreasonable opposition of timid or selfish in- 
terests. The equal distribution of the burdens 
of taxation depends not alone upon the rates of 
duty im upon the different articles, but 
largely upon the manner in which the amount of 
the duty is ascertained and fixed by the law. The 
basis of the duty must be a unit in some form, 
and the question whether it shall be computed 
upon the weight, quantity, number, or dimen- 
sions of the article, orupou its actual value, is 
one which lies at the very foundation of every 
proposition to impose taxes, and upon its de- 
termination depends to a groat extent the justice 
or injustice of every revenue measure. 


Against Specific Duties. 


The imposition of specific or compound rates 
of duty is 80 inconsistent with the true policies 
of just taxation that nothing but the plainest 
necessity can justify it in any case, unless it bo 
in a few exceptional instances where all the arti- 
cles taxed at the game spécific rate are so nearly 

ual in value the danger of unjust dis- 
crimination is not greater than it would be if an 
official vaiuation were required. It is manifestly 
unjust to compel one citizen to pay the same 
amount of tax on a yard of cloth worth $1 that 
another citizen pays on a yard of cloth worth $5. 
In such a case it is evident that one has been 
taxed too much for the support of the 
government or the other has been taxed 
too little, the law has 
dealt fairly with them in a mat- 
ter which affects the equality of their 
rights and duties as citizens. A tariff is a tax 
upon consumption, and the condition of those 
who are compelied by poverty of means to pur- 
chase and use the coarser and cheaper grades of 

ods should certainly protect them against un- 
just -discrimination, even if it does not entitie 
them to some measure of exemption from the ex- 
actions of the government. The taxation accord- 
ing to value does injustice to none, unless the 
rates are too high or unequally adjusted upon 
articles of the same general character and uti!- 
ity. Itis distinctly the American system of tax- 
ation, and is recogni as just and equitable by 
the people in all States in their laws for the as- 
sessment and collection of local revenues upon 
the ad valorum basis. kt is not probable that any 
other method would be toleratedin any State 
of the Union where the tax is imposed solely 
for the purpose of raisi revenue wit 
no incidental or other object in view affecting 
the public health or morals; and it would never 
have been toleratedin our Federal legislation, 
except in rare instances, if the use of the taxing 
power had been limited to the real purpose for 
which it was delegated. Asa means of conceal- 
ing fromthe taxpayer the actual proportions 
which the charge upon his earnings bears to the 
value of the taxed article specific and compound 
rdtes have been for many years ingeniously em- 
ployed to mask and perpetuate a system which 
subordinates the interests of the government to 
the exactions of private individuals and corpora- 
tions engaged in particular industries and trades. 
But the objections urged against the ad valorem 
system of tariff taxation are not gen- 
erally based proposition that 
it lacks the of justice of 

uality, but usually u the grounds that it is 
difficult of administration and that it furnishes 
strong inducements for the commission of frauds 
and perjuries in order to secure false valuations 
of imported g¢ While there is some force in 
this contention, I am not able to see how unegual 
taxation can be justified upon the ground that 
the burdens upon the people ought to be in- 
creased in order that the labors of public officials 
may be diminished, or that the honest citizen 
should be punished in order to prevent the dis- 
honest one from attempting to violate the law. 
But the difficulties of administration have ye 
been greatly exaggerated and so far as they really 
existed in former times have now been much di- 
minished by our increased tacilities for ascer- 
taining market values in other countries and by 
the improved organization of our customs service. 


For Free Raw Materials. 


Raw and partially raw materials constitute the 
basis of all our manufactaring and mechanical 
industries, and unless our industrial establish- 
ments can procure them upon substantiaily the 
same terms as their competitors elsewhere they 
must continue to be seriously impeded in their 
efforts to supply the home market with their 
finished products and wholly nnable to extend 
their trade to other countries except as to cer- 
tain commodities in the manufacture of which 
they have peculiar aptitude or employ superior 
machinery. Taxes upon materials used in our 
shops and factories are especially objectionable 
on account of the fact that they multiply them- 
selyes many times before the finished article 
reaches the hands of the consumers, and thus im- 
poses a burden al ther disproportionate to 
the benefits supposed to be conferred upon the 
producer by the so-called protective system. A 
tax upon iron and wool necessitates a still 
higher rate upon all forms of manufactured 
iron and steel and upon all kinds of 
woolen goods; and these progressive increases on 
rates are applied one upon another at every stage 
of the manufacturing process until the coin pleted 
article is ready for sale and consumption. The 
result is that cost of production is made so 
great that our manufacturers can neither ex- 
clude their foreign competitors from our own 
market nor share their trade in the markets of 
other countries, while the American consumer is 
compelled to reimburse the increased outlay 
caused by the tax with a percentage of profit 
added. Ifthe world's store of raw materials 
were as accessible to the American workingman 
as it is to his competitor in other manufacturing 
countries his superior skill, sobriety, and in- 
dustrious habits would enable him, without 
artificial aid, to supply many parts of the world 
where his products are now never seen with ma- 
chinery, implements, and various kinds of textile 
fabrics of such qualities and at such prices as 
would exclude all competition and create a de- 
mand for a large increase of our productive 
forces. raw materials as a permanent 
feature of our revenue legislation the demand 
for labor would steadily grow with the extension 
of trade, while enlar opportunities for the 
profitable investment of capital would stimulate 
the spirit of enterprise among our people and 
greatly diminish the danger of periodical suspen- 
sions, lockouta, and strikes, which have in recent 
years so seriously interrupted our industrial 


progress. 
Nearly allied to the policy of free raw materi- 
als is that of cheapening the necessaries of life 
for the masses of the people. Legislation which 
unnecessarily increases tho cost of living is whol- 
ly without justification or excuse, and in the revis- 
ion of our revenue laws this objectionable policy 
should be wholly discarded in the interest of 
both labor and capital. Solong as the govern- 
ment maintains a system of taxation which af. 
fects the prices of commodities in the markets it 
should be so applied as to exempt or bear as light- 
iy as possible on those articles which are essen- 
al to the health and comfort of the people, such 
as f n and shelter, an upon 
the tools and implements of trade employed 
by labor in earning the means of subsistence. 
Luxuries and articles of taste and fashion, the 
use of whichis entirely voluntary. are proper 
subjects of taxation under <a of raising 

revenue, and upon these rates may very 
peopesty be pieces at the highest revenue point. 
uch taxes do not ordinarily impose much hard- 
ship upon those who pay them, but taxes which 
diminish the purchasing power of the laborer's

Taxes upon legacies and succes- 
sions and incomes acquired from investments 
in stocks and bonds of corporations and joint 
stock companies are less objectionable in their 
nature and in the metuods of collection than any 
other exercises which it is competent for the 
United States to impose on incomes accord 

their actual value or amount. They are not in- 
quisitorial nor liable to evasion by the fraud- 
use the assess- 
ments of returns need not be based upon infor- 
mation extorted by the law from the persons 
charged with their payment, but upon the pub- 
lic records and the regular and authentic ac- 
counts of the . eae and companies in 
which the investments have been made; and they 
have the additional merit of being imposed en- 
tirely upon that part of the citizen's income 
which is not earned by his labor or skill, but 
which, in the cases of legacies and successions, 
is acquired by mere operation of law or by 
gratuitous bequest, and in the case of incomes 
from investmerts in corporations and joint 
stock companies, by the simple earning capacity 
of his capitalas such, without personal effort 
upon his part. 

‘hen the necessities of the government com- 
pol it to resort to additional sources for procur- 
ing revenue it is but fair that it should make its 
requisition mainly upon those whose possessivns 
are of such a character as enables them to es- 


- cape, wholly or partially, the general burdens 


of taxation, rather than upon those who are al- 
ready taxed substantially to the extent of their 
ability to pay: and as incomes from capital in- 
vested in the stocks and securities of the institu- 
tions mentioned are not now subject to taxation 
under any law of the United States, or the laws 
of the several States, exceptina few instances, 
it cannot be considered unjust to exact a small 
percentage of their amount for the public use. 


Income Tax Suggestions. 


It is a generally recognized fact that capital in 
the form of money, bonds, and other evidences of 
debt does not usually, by reason of its intangible 
and transitory nature, bear its due proportion of 
the burdens of taxation under the revenue laws 
of the several States and municipalities as com- 
pared with real estate and visible personal pro 
erty ; and while no discrimination should be made 
against it. whether it be represented by corporate 
or other investments, there appears to be no good 
reason why the contributions for the support of 
the public service generally should not be equal- 
ized as nearly as posstble by including this kind 
of property in the Federal revenue system. 
But if it shall be said that there is no better rea- 
son for imposing a tax upon incomes deriv 
from investments of this kind than there woul 
beim taking incomes from other sources, the 
answer is that these institutions are invested by 
law with valuable franchises, privileges, and 
immunities not enjoy by the individual citi- 
zen, and that these frequefitly contribute more 
largely to their earning capacity than the char- 
acter or value of their other property. The 
holders of their stocks and securities are in this 
respect more favored than their fellow-citizens 
generally, and the exchangeable value of their 
shares and bonds as well as the annual incomes 
derived from them are greatly increased because 
they are so favored. A tax of 1 per cent upon an 
income of $8,000 derived from the invest- 
ment of $50,000 in a per 
cent stock would amount to thirty 
dollars, a sum so insignificant that the investor 
could not reasonably claim that the franchises 
and privileges granted to his debtor had not 
added fully that much to his receipts. It is 


. scarcely mage ae! to suggest to Congress in this 
th 


connection that the present and prospective con- 
dition of the Treasury and the general state of 
the country demand a policy of the strictest 
economy in public expenditure consistent with 
an efficient administration of the laws. Reduc- 
tions of taxation cannot be logically insisted 
upon or be made practically beneficial with- 
out a corresponding reduction of expendi- 
tures, but such a uction cannot be per- 
manently effected by merely withholding ap- 
propriations required for execution of 
existing laws which imposed duties upon the 
heads of executive departments and other public 
officials. Deficiencies are not savings, but as a 
general rule result in larger expenditures than 
would have been made if adequate appropria- 
tions had been granted in the first instance. Gen- 
uine economy and frugality can secured only 
by the repeal of statutes authorizing or uir- 
ing unnecessary expenditures and the refusal to 
enact new laws creati charges against the 
Treasury for purposes of doubtful utility ; and al- 
though such a policy will probably be vigorously 
opposed by powerful interests more or less de- 
9 — upon the patronage of the government 
or support and by local influence, seeking legis- 
lative favors, it is evident that it must be adopted 
and adhered to if any substantial result is to be 
accomplished. .

Assassin Prendergast made one or two at- 
tempts yesterday to attract attention. He 
did itin his usual way, by interrupting wit- 
nesses, and was promptly called to order for 
his actions. On one occasion when a witness 
was attempting to recall portions of a conver- 
sation he had heard at the jail between Jailer 
Morris and some doctors the lawyers became 
involved in a wrangle over what the witness 
might testify to. Prendergast, who was lia- 
tening intently to the dispute, suddenly broke 
into speech and helped the attorneys out of 
their dilemma by interjecting the remark 
which was in dispute. On another. occasion, 
when a newsboy had testified that Prender- 
gast had at one time beaten him the assassin 
half arose and pointing to the witness said: 

That's a lie. Who got you to come here 
and testify?’ 

Then, as the newsboy was leaving the court- 
room, Prendergast remarked to him: 

„Having revenge now, aren't you? 

Little notice, however, was paid to these 
interruptions, as the court is becoming tired 
of the little assasslu's attempts to draw atten- 
tion to himself. 

Much time was wasted in the trial by lon 
wrangles among the attorneys over the ad- 
missibility of certain evidence. The evidence 
in controversy was not especially important, 
it being the published reports of interviews 
with the prisoner soon after the crime was 
committed. There was no expert testimony, 

C. L. Kessler was the first witness called. 
He is the cashier of the Freie Presse, and in 
his opinion the prisoner is sane. His knowl- 
edge of him was limited to seeing him for a 
moment at a time while he was buying papers 
at the cashier’s window. He had never held a 
conversation with Prendergast, but thought 
that he knew the difference between right and 
wrong, because he knew when his change was 
right in paying for papers, and because his 
business with the paper was transacted cor- 
rectly. Similar testimony was given by E. W. 
Jenks, city circulator for the Herald. He had 
done business with the prisoner in the way of 
selling him papers for about five years, but 
had not seen him for about a year. 


Evidence as to Prendergast’s Sanity. 


The next witness gave testimony that was 
more important than would at first appear. 
He was M. E. Goodrich, carrier for the Hven- 
ing Post, and his evidence was to the effect 
that on the afternoon of murder he went 
with the prisoner from the office of the Post 
to the North Side, where the prisoner de- 
livered a bundle of 220 copies of the paper. 
This was the last work that the prisoner is 
known to have done, and as it was done 
within two or three hours of the time wher he 
shot the Mayor the evidence is considered of 
importance as showing that the prisoner at 
that hour wasin a mental condition which 
admitted of his remembering 220 addresses to 
which the paper was to be delivered. 
Another important bit of evidence given 
was that on the morning of day 
Prendergast called at the residence of 
the witness and asked him for a loan 
of $3, tellmg him that he must have the 
money. He was given that sum, and it is sup- 
posed that with this amount he purchased the 
revolver with which he killed the Mayor. Mr. 
Goodrich said upon cross-examination that he 
had’ heard the prisoner maka some queer 
statements and that he had tried to convert 
him to the doctrines of * ta x as ex pound - 
ed by Henry George and Dr. McGlynn. He 
also said that the prisoner had said to him 
that it was through his influence that Carter 
H. Harrison had been elected, and that he 
was as well qualified to be Corporation Coun- 
sel as Mr. Kraus. He also discussed other 
questions with Mr. Goodrich, and seemed 
very much interested in the silver question, 
which at that time was an issue in the Senate. 
The witness admitted. that he ¢onsidered 
Prendergast to be “cranky,” although not 
necessarily insane because he was “‘ cranky.”’ 

Evidence as to the career of Prendergast as 
a member of Saint Columbkill’s gang 
Men's Society was given by Attorney B. J. 
Short, who was President of the society at 
the time that the prisoner was a member. Mr. 
Short said that he at first considered Prender- 
gast to be a well-informed young man of lit- 
erary tastes. Once, in naming a committee, 
he had included Prendergast, but after serv- 
ing for a sbort time he had to be dropped 
from the committee on accountof his dispo- 
sition to run the whole thing himself and be- 
cause he had so many suggestions to make 
as to the management of the society and for 
the reason that he did not accept criticism of 
his plans as being justified or proper. In 
short, he made himself a nuisance. Prender- 
gast had once announced his determination 
to be a first-class lawyer and had mentioned 
to the other young men of the society the 
names of three or four prominent criminal 
lawyers as being his ideals. The witness 
— 7 that Prendergast was a ress egotist 
and that be was erratic, but did not think 
him insane. Mr. Wade asked upon cross-ex- 
amination: Do 2 remember one night 
when Judge Pren N ry was to have ad- 
dressed your society, but failed to keep his 
appointment?” 

Les, sir. [remember something of that 
nature.“ 

Don't you remember that the boys on 
that occasion called upon the prisoner here to 
take Judge Prendergast’s place and that they 
offered him $25 if he would speak in order to 
make fun for the boys?

Impeaching Testimony for the Defense. 


An effort was made by the State to impeach 
the evidence had been given by Mrs, 
Prendergast the night of the murder.

It Was a Diffienlt and Trying Expe- 
| rience, 

The livetiest time I ever experienced 

in chasing a runaway engine,” said an old 
railroad man to a party of friends recently in 
the presence of a Cincinnati Commercial Ga- 
zette reporter. “I was an engineer on the 
Northern Michigan and Lake Superior line at 
the time,” he continued, and pulled a fast 
freight between Michigamme and Menom- 
onee. We stopped at a little station called 
Maple Ridge one afternoon, as usual, 
for water, but had to wait a while 
for an engine which was taking 
water at the time. The fireman was on the 
tender guiding the spout from the tank and 
the engineer stepped down from the gab to do 
some oiling. The engine was ready to go out 
on a passenger train and had a high pressure 
of steam on. Suddenly there was a of 
steam, the smoke belched from the stack, and 
the locomotive gave a leap forward as a horse 
would if prodded witha sharp stick. The 
fireman was thrown and the engineer 
jumped aside — see the * start down the 
track at an alarming rate of s . 

„We knew instantly what had happened. 
The pressure of steam been so great as to 
blow the throttle open and let the steam into 
the cylinders full force. She was now run- 
ning away, and we knew that she would go 
on at that alarming rate of speed until the 
fire died out under her boiler or she collided 
with some obstacle. What to do was evident. 
The runaway must be caught, and every sec- 
oad lost was valuable; probably lives de- 
pended on it. The operator had seen the en- 
gine start, and was already pounding des- 
perately on his key to clear the track and 
notify the Superimtendent. Uncoupling our 
engine, I pulled the throttle open, the fireman 
shoveled in the coal, and we started in pursuit. 
We had enough water in our tank to last for 
some time, and trusting in Providence to 
bring us out safely we began the fastest ride I 
ever experienced. The runaway had obese 
two minutes the start of us, aud for the first

hope lay in keeping pace with it for some dis- 
tance and then gradually — up the gap 
between us. If we passed the first few sta- 
tions safely it was quite probable that the 
track would be clear for us after 

„Campbell was the first station, and we 
whizzed by at a rate of speed which made the 
station appear like a little streak of brown, 
Five miles had been covered, and we felt sure 
we were holding our own in the exciting race. 
Three miles further we sped by the little Town 
of Beaver, and Perkins, which is one mile 
further, seemed to be a part of the same place, 
and thus the race continued. As we pro- 
ceeded we saw crowds of people gath- 
ered about the stations, who cheered 
us as we passed, but their cheers scarcely 


reached our ears above the thundering of our 


After we reached Narenta, thir- 
ty-three miles from Maple Ridge, we n to 
expect some trace of the fugitive. e did 
not let up on our s , and as there were no 
sharp curves we had a view of the track for a 
mile ahead. Finally, from behind a patch of 
timber, we sighted it howling —_ ata very 
harp rate, but I knew we were gaining on it 
ast.

Prospect of a Contest at the Aunual Meet- 
ing of the American Strawboard Com- 
pany- Alley Elevated Road Disposes of 
Some of Its Equipment Dull Stock 
Market=Small Demand for Bonds and a 
Downward Tendency to Quotations=In, 
vesters Awaiting Developments. 


Some exceedingly low rates for call money 
are being quoted. At the exchange call 
money is being offered at 4 per cent, and 
there is good authority for saying that at least 
one bank has made loansin the regular way 
over its counter at that rate. It does not fol- 
low, however, tifat the 4 per cent should be 
taken as representing the established rate. 
There are probably more banks in the city 
where. no loans have been made below 5 per 
cent than otherwise and 6 per cent is still per- 
haps the average rate for commercial loans, 
but of course not for call loans. An inspec- 
tion of the loan book of one of the largest 
trust companies covering the last week or so 
showed that not a single loan had been made 
below 5 per cent, that most of them were at 
6 and a few at even 7, while the average was 
at least 6 per cent, There is considerable private 
money on the street and that is being offered at 
low rates. The average bank patron, however, is 
paying at least 6 per cent for ordinary com- 
mercial accommodations and 5 per cent for loans 
on wheat collateral and other demand loans of 
that character. 

There is good prospect for a contest for control 
at the annual meeting of the American Straw- 
board company. Some opposition to the present 
management is developing, and there is now an 
attempt being made to secure proxies in opposi- 
tion to the reélection of the Present Board of Di- 
rectors. Thie movement finds its reason, of 
course, in the unprosperous year which is com- 
ing to a close and in the unsatisfactory outlook. 
Just what sort of a platform the opposition 
Board of Directors will stand on is not yet devel- 
oped. There has never been any too perfect har- 
mony between some of the Strawboard stock- 
holders and the management, and it is possible 
that this present movement has in it some of that 
old unpleasantness as well as honest criticism of 
the company’s present unfortunate condition. 

The Alley Elevated railroad has disposed of 
20 locomotives and 100 cars to the Metropolitan 
Elevated railroad. Thisisin pursuance of the 
arrangement which was made when the Alley 
Elevated company bought these cars before the 
opening of the World’s Fair season. It was then 
agreed that the Metropolitan company was to 
take them off its hands after the World’s Fair 
traffic was over. 

Business at the Stock Exchange grows duller 
and duller. There was practically nothing doing 
again yesterday, and few changes of interest in 
quotations. The market holds surprisingly firm 
in the face of the extreme dullness.

The joint Commission on Statutory Re- 
form, appointed by the General Assembly of 
1892 to codify the Illinois laws, has finished 
its conference and adjourned to meet again 
Feb. 27. At the commission's meeting in 
this city, which began the day before yester- 
day, a general plan of work was agreed upon 
and to each member was allotted his particu- 
lar part. The commission consists of five 
members—Senator Reed Green of Alexander 
County in place of Senator O’Conor, who re- 
signed; Senator Berry, and Representatives 
Free B. Morris, Callahan, and Clayton E.

All members of the commission are law-

That is the interview which the American 
people are crazy to know all about from the 
very beginning. They want to know whether 
the Queen ran to the front door of the house 
to let Mr. Willis in when she saw him coming 


through the front yard, or whether ahe let the 
girl go to the door and waited for him with 


palpitating heart but seeming regal repose in 
the best parlor. Did she ask him at once if 
he would have some refreshments, and if so 
were they such as would be acceptable toa 
Kentuckian? How was she dressed and how 
was the room furnished? These are details 
regarding which the graphic pen of Mr. Wil- 
lis has informed the President. Why are they 
suppressed ? 

The substance of what Mr. Willis said can 
be gathered from his instructions. It was 
that if the Queen would agree not to prose- 
cute any of those who had taken part in the 
revolution, and if she would recognize all the 
bona fide acts and obligations of the pro- 
visional government, Mr. Williams would ask 
and tell the members of that government 
that they were expected to abdicate and bo- 
come subjects instead of rulers.

STATE BANK ISSUES. 

The subcommittee of the House Committee 
on Banking and Curren@y has proposed a 
novel plan for giving quasi satisfaction to the 
Democrats who have shouted for a repeal of 
the tax on circulation of State banks. 
Its plan is that the 10 per cent tax 
shall not be imposed on State bank 
currency circulated within the State 
in which the bills are issued, nor on any such 
notes circulating outside the State provided 
they have been put out in compliance with 
the fellowing regulations: The notes must 
be issued on blanks furnished by the United 
States Controller of the Currency and the 
issues be registered by him; the banks mus 
be subject to his inspection; outstanding 
notes must be limited to 75 percent of the 
paid-up and unimpaired capital; such 
notes to be made first liens on all assets and 
liabilities against the stockholders to an 
amount equal to and in addition to the stock; 
and security must be deposited with the 
United States Controller to the amount of 
par of the notes issued, the said deposits being 
United States, State, municipal, or other 
securities. Such circulation is to be assessed 
of 1 per cent on being issued, and again 
after it has been outstanding more than 
one year. None of these checks or securities 


within the State of their issue. 

This is sheer nonsense. The subcommittee 
makes a quiet admission to the effect that the 
10 per cent penalty is mere bosh, as it inti- 
mates a suspicion the tax would net be 
collected on notes circulating outside the State, 
without the Federal supervision described. 
Evidently the intent is to throw dust in the 
eyes of those who want honest money that 
will be of uniform value all over the United 
States, while providing for the veriest wild- 


from the different States. The scheme 
makes no provision of bond security what- 
ever for note holders except on notes that are 
circulated outside the States in which they 
are issued, and such security is humbug, as 
the notes destitute of this alleged protection 


| would travel outside the State with or without 


the cognizance of the issuing banks. 

What would such a currency be worth, any- 
way? The inducement to furnish the stated 
guarantees would be weak indeed so long as 
banks were permitted to issue currency with- 
out them. It would be a case of poor cur- 
rency preventing the issue of better, if not 
driving it out. And what would that poorer 
stuff be worth? Supposing some of it were 
emitted by men believed to be honest; it 
could not fail to be weighted down by 
that in regard to the redemption of 
which there was more or less of doubt, 
and apart from such influence it must 
be subjected to a heavy discount if it 
could not be used outside the limits of a 
single State. The man sending his grain or 
live stock from Nebraska or cotton cloth 
from Massachusetts for sale in this city 
would have to take his pay in currency not 
allowed by law to circulate outside the State of 
Illinois other wise than by payment of a 10 per 
cent tax. How much would it cost him to get 
that currency exchanged for money good only 
in hisown State? And who except the bank 
er or money broker would gain any advan- 
tage by the arrangement? 

The fact is the separate States have no right 
to issue or authorize to be issued bills of 
credit. In express terms the Constitution of the 
United States forbids the one and by implica- 
tion forbids the other. Consequently that 
document would have to be amended before 
any State could authorize emission of bills to 
be used as money either within its own limits 
or outside of them. Besides that, there is no 
necessity for the proposed extension nor 
the ghost of a good reason therefor. 
The subcommittee has agreed to report 
favorably the bill allowing national banks 
to issue circulating notes to the full amount 
of the bonds deposited by them to secure cir- 
culation. This is all that is needed. The 
passage of that measure would bring up the 
national bank note circulation to an amount 
ample for all the require nents of business. 
There would then be no necessity for resolut- 
ing in favor of State shinpiasters to be dis- 
counted from the first and ultimately be 
dropped out as a delusion and a snare to all 
who had trusted in them except the swindlers, 
who had calculated on being allowed to repu- 
diate their obligations. 


ACCEPTING LOW WAGES. 

Ten weeks ago the employés in the cotton 
mills in and near Olneyville, R. I., went ona 
strike. The reason was that the employers 
insisted on a cutin wages of about 20 per 
cent. In order to sell their goods at all they 
had to cheapen the price. To do that it was 
necessary to cut wages. If the men refused 
to work for lower wages then the mills would 


have to be closed. 

About 6,000 people went out and remained 
out for ten weeks. They used up what money 
they had saved. They emptied the treasury 
of the union. As workers everywhere were 
hard up they got but little assistance from 
outside, and that was soon spent. There was 
much suffering from lack of fuel, food, and 
clothing. Two weeks ago the manufacturers 
notified their employés that they would ask 
for a reduction of only about 15 per cent in- 
stead of 20, but the latter ‘refused the n to re- 


would be made by the mill owners. In this 
they were disappointed. The latter had made 
the best offer they could. Finally the urgent 
needs of the workers were so great that they 
had to consent to go back to work.

MALICIOUS ASSAULT UPON CHICAGO, 

Under the heading of Ebb Tide in Chica- 
go the Boston Herald prints the most ma- 
licious and mendacious description of affairs 


columns of any of our Eastern contemporaries. 
It sets forth that there are“ 60,000 persons 
stranded here who were attracted by the Fair, 
40,000 who belong here are out of work, 
and 10,000 starving. Crime is epidemic. 
Twenty highway robberies occur every night, 
and ten murders are committed every week. 
Thousanas of foreigners who came to the 
Fair for business purposes are dead broke 
and can’t get away from the city. Five hun- 
dred Columbian Guards are out of work and 
in danger of starvation. Real estate is dead 
and values have dropped 50 per cent in six 
months. There is no trading in grain. All 
the theaters are losing money. Every line of 
business has slumped and the worst of it is 
that this probably will last a year or more.“ 

Such is the picture which the Boston Herald 
draws of affairs in Chicago. It is needless to 
say that its statements are exaggerated gross- 
ly if not maliciously. That there is a reac- 
tion from the flourishing standards of the 
World’s Fair period goes without saying. It 
could not be otherwise. The sudden cessa- 
tion of the great Exposition naturally dropped 
the scales below the ordinary point of equilib- 
rium. The tariff panic following hard upon 
the heels of the money panic and the dreadful 
state of uncertainty caused by the action of 
the Boston Heraid’s party have added to the 
depression. When it became known that Chi- 
cago was ready and willing to care for ali the 
distressed within its borders it attracted a 
multitude of tramps, vagrants, and lazy 
loafers from. the outside. Thus its bur- 
dens were increased, but with genuine 
Chicago pluck and grit it has set itself to 
work to remove them. With the same gener- 
osity that has characterized its citizens in the 
endowment of its institutes, galleries, and 
museums they have come forward to the 
work of relief and every agency in the city— 
churches, schools, charitable: organizations, 
places of amusement, civic societies, the city 
government, banks, merchants, railroads, or- 
ganizations of every kind, and men, women, 
and children individually—has joined hands 
to help on the good work. It has been organ: 
ized so well that all the homeless are finding 
shelter, all the hungry are being fed, all those 
out of work are being provided with it as fast 
as possible, and this notwithstanding the mu- 
nicipal government is barred from contrib- 
uting either money or work owing to Demo- 
cratic extravagance, tax-eating, and support 
of gangs of loafers on the city pay rolls. 
There is no more crime here and no more 
poverty here than in other cities in propor- 
tion to population, Boston not excepted. 
The assault made by the Herald is gratu- 
itously false and grossly exaggerated in char- 
acter. It owes an apology to Chicago for its 
uncivil and unfriendly treatment. Or, are 
we to understand that now the Fair is over 
the same infamous policy that was inaugu- 
rated six months ago is to be kept up?

THE TREASURY REPORT. 

The first annual report by John G. Carlisle, 
Secretary of the Treasury, estimates the rev- 
enues of the government for the current fiscal 
year at 430 millions, leaving a deficit of 28 
millions to be provided for. To meet this 
and any additional sum that may be required 
the Secretary reconimends that he be author- 
ized to issue and sell at not less than par in 
coin“ bonds to an amount not exceeding 200 
millions. He is confident that a bond bear- 
ing interest at 3 per cent, payable quarterly 
and redeemable at the pleasure of the govern- 
ment at any time after five years, could be 
sold to the people through the Subtreasuries 
and postoffices without the intervention of 
banks if offered in sums of $25 and multiples 
thereof. In case Congress should consider 
this not advisable he recommends that he be 
empowered to sell 3 per cents to an aggre- 
gate not exceeding 50 millions, payable one 
year after date, and to be used in the payment 
of public expenses to such creditors as may 
be willing to receive them. 

The Secretary believes that a gold reserve 
of 100 millions is amply sufficient to pro- 
tect the 347 millions of greenbacks. But 
since resumption in 1879 we have added 156 
millions of Treasury notes. The direct gov- 
ernment obligations in use as currency now 
amount to 500 millions. Besides this there 
has been coined under authority of law near- 
ly 420 millions in legal tender silver, on 
which certificates have been issued to the 
amount of 334 millions. As Congress, in the 
act of July 14, 1890, declared it to be the 
established policy of the United States to 
maintain the two metals on a parity with 
each other upon the present legal ratio or 
such ratio as may be provided by law,” an 
additional reason now exists for conferring 
on the Secretary unquestionable authority to 
provide for sych contingencies as may arise. 
He says the existence of such authority would 
of itself inspire such confidence in the secur- 
ity and stability of our currency that its actual 
exercise might never become necessary, but 
the futility of declaring a specific policy and 
withholding the means which may become 
necessary for its execution is too apparent to 
require comment. He also intimates the 
conviction that the export of nearly 109 mill- 
ions of gold durmg the last fiscal year was 
due in large part to apprehensions as to the 
ability of the government to continue the cur- 
rent redemption and maintain the parity. 

The Secretary calls attention to the vast in- 
crease in the volume of outstanding currency, 
notwithstanding the enormous exports of gold, 
such increase being largely due to the issue 
of Treasury notes for the purchase of silver. 
He says that the amount of money in the 
country is greater than required for the trans- 
action of the business of the people now is 
shown conclusively by the fact that it has ac- 
cumulated and still is accumulating at the 
financial centers to such an extent as to form 
a serious embarrassment to the banks. The 
people dislike the silver dollars and silver cer- 
tificates to such an extent that it is difficult ta 
keep them in circulation, yet he proposes to 
add 55 millions by coining the silver seignior- 
age now in the Treasury, and to create a 
greater demand for their use by substituting 
certificates for sums less than $10 in place of 
larger ones, and by retiring the small demon- 
inations of other kinds of currency as fast as 
they are paid in to the Treasury. He refers 
to the embarrassing inconsistercies. in the 
laws, and differences between the forms and 
qualities of the nine different kinds of cur- 
reney now in use. : 

The report suggests the necessity of making 
a comprehensive revision of our tariff laws

He further suggests to Con- 
gress that the present and prospective condition 
of the Treasury and the generul state of the 
country demand a policy of the strictest econ- 
omy in public expenditures consistent with 
an efficient administration of the laws. 


Tux crematory erected a short time ago in 
Graceland Cemetery near this city did its first 
real work yesterday. The corpse of a woman 
was submitted to ita action and perfectly con- 
sumed in a very short time, nothing remain- 
ing but a small quantity of ashes. The rest 
of what had been mortal vanished into thin 
air, tirst having been rendered completely in- 
nocuous by the intense heat to which it was 
subjected. The process was not an experi- 
ment, since it was performed along lines that 
are found uniformly successful in Europe. 
But it was experimental in the sense of being 
the first voluntary cremation known to have 
been performed in this city. Doubtless it is 
the first in a great number that will have been 
recorded before the close of this century, 
since the merits of cremation ag a means of 
disposing of the dead only require to be 
known in order to be appreciated as far supe- 
rior to the ordinary burial. Indeed, it may 
be said to perform quickly what the most ef- 
fective inhumation does but slowly—that is, 
the resolution of the body into its original 
elements, and it does this with an utter ab- 
sence of peril to survivors. The necessity for 
cremation is a far more pressing one in the 
overcrowded areas of Europe than in this 
country, but we are working toward similar 
conditions, and many more years cannot 
elapse before it will be forced upon the atten- 
tion of people in the cities of the United 
States. It is noteworthy that an association 
in England, affiliated with the Episcopal 
Church, formally has concluded that there ie 
nothing in. cremation contrary to a belief in 
the resurrection from the dead as taught in 
the scriptures. 
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Tue order or request of the Chief of 
Police that the judges and clerks of election 
bring in the ballot- boxes election night re- 
quires some explanation. The Chief says he 
thought it was wise to have the ballot-boxes 
returned as soon as possible because the vote 
was close and the longer they were kept out 
the louder the cry of fraud.

When all the switches on a 
route are set and locked in the proper posi- 
tion then, and not till then, can the operator 
throw the lever which gives the signal for that 
route; This system is manifestiy a decided 


improvement over the old style of throwing.

Precautions Against Accident. 

The interlocking work at the new St. Louis 
depot is being installed by the Union Switch 
and Signal company and is now being rapidly 
pushed. Signal poles are rising in different 
parts of the yard, switch movements are bo- 
ing putin, and the signal tower is already 
under roof. It is expected that when the first 
train enters the new depot, May 1, it will 
have its switches set and signal given from the 
signal tower. A notable feature of the inter- 
locking work at the new Union Depot will be 
n signal bridge across the neck of the 1 of 
tracks which will have fourteen signals on it. 
These signals are both to go into the fan of 
tracks under the train shed and also to ge out 
from them onto the east and west through 


ains. 

Another feature of the interlocking work at 
the new depot. and one which has never been 
before attempted on such a large scale, will 
be the system of annunciators used. In the 
tower, in easy view of the operators, will be 
placed a bank of annunciators. These will be 
connected by electric wires with various por- 
tions of the track all over the yard, so that the 
progress of any train over the tracks will be 
recorded by the position of the annunciator 
needies, each section. of track, as the train 
comes upon it, showing a danger signal on its 
annunciator, andaclear oneas soon as the 
train moves off. This will prevent sending 
two trains onto the same track in the train 
shed, and will enable the towerman to tell the 
exact position of any train at any time. The 
interlockimg work is under the charge of 
Thomas S. Stevens, the engineer who installed 
the interlocking plant at the railroad crossing 
at Twenty-first street and Stewart avenue, 
Chicago. 

The new Union Depot is being built by the 
Terminal Railroid Association of St. Louis. 
This association, which is a consolidation of 
the old association and the Merchants’ Ter- 
minal Association, now owns and operates all 
roads running into St. Louis. All the tracks 
inside the city limits, the entrance tunnel 
into the city, and the two bridges over the 
Mississippi River are controlled and operated 
by the association. e rolling stock con- 
sists of flat cars, wrecki cars, and near! 
fifty engines, most of which are provid 
with smoke consumers for running through 
the tunnel. The President of the association 
is William Taussig. The association operates 
the East St. Louis terminals and the old 
Union Depot now in use. When the new de- 

t is in operation the old depot will be used 

or freight work. The cost of the new depot 
in round numbers will be nearly $1,500, ’ 
and if completed by May will have taken a 
little over two years to build.

The Western Passenger Association lines 
are placed in an awkward position by the 
Canadian Pacific’s demand. They decided 
a day or two ago they could not take reduced 
rates made by the Canadian Pacific into con- 
sideration and base only on the rates agreed 
upon by the other transcontinental lines. The 
Central Traffic Association lines cannot take 
a different position from that of the Western 
Passenger Association lines. They will have 
to base on the rates shown in the rate-sheets 
of the intermediate roads. As only three days 
will elapse from the time the reduced rates go 
into effect until the propoged conference of 
the transcontinental roads is held in this city 
there is but little chance that the Western 
roads will take auy decisive action regarding 
the Canadian Pacific’s request until then, 
when the whole question will be discussed and 
settled one way or the other. 

The general impression now is that the 
Canadian Pacific will be allowed a differential, 
but probably not as large a one as it now 
claims. In case of a failure to reach an agree- 
ment and a renewal of the rate war the East- 
ern connections of the Canadian Pacific can- 
not well afford to refuse to adopt the latter’s 
rates as basing rates, as the inter-State com- 
merce law provides that rates tendered to con- 
necting.lines must be accepted as basin 
rates. The only way in which they cou! 
avoid this would be to refuse selling tickets 
over the Canadian Pacific and suspend busi- 
ness relations with this road. It is not prob- 
able the Western Passenger Association lines 
will resort to such radical measures. 


BIG WESTERN RATE WAR BREWING. 


Alleged Cut of $1 from St. Louis to Kan- 
sas City the Couse of the Trouble. 

Sr. Lovts, Mo., Dec. 20.—There is trouble 
brewing in the Western Passenger Associa- 
tion, which is likely to terminate in a rate 
war that never has been surpassed. 
When the $3.50 rate was made to Chicago 
on account of the World’s Fair the same rate 
also existed to points West, the rate from 
St. Louis to Kansas City also being $3.50, 
being used for basing purposes. Nov. 15, 
1893, a basing rate between St. Louis and 
Kansas City of $3.50 was agreed upon on 
continuous passage limited tickets, good for 
one day, it being agreed that after Dec. 16 
the regular rate, $7.50, should exist. It is 
now alleged that to points west of and near 
by Kansas City tickets are being 
handled through  scalpers. The ates 
used by the Chicago, Hamilton 
and Dayton on those tickets are the special 
$3.50 basing rates, St. Louis to Kansas City. 
The contract of the ticket, however, is not 
limited, and by manipulation with scalpers 
the issuing road, it is claimned, has an arrange- 
ment whereby the last coupon and contract 
are not allowed to get into the hands of the last 
road, but are returned to the issuing road to 
cancel or destroy in order to cover up tracks. 
Rates are being cut by the use of these tickets 
between St. Louis and Kansas City $1. The 
matter is being considered by the St. Louis 
west-bound lines, and unless these tickets are 
rem oved at once a reduction in west-bound 
rates will follow.

New Rails in the Spring. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 20.—[{Special.]—Some 
time ago the Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion summoned the officers of the Indiana and 
Illinois Southern railroad to appear before the 
commission today and show cause why the road 
had not been improved as directed by a previous 
order. Today P. H. Blue, General Manager of 
the company, explained that every arrangement 
had been made last summer to put the road in 
first-class condition, but that the poste came on 
and made a financial impossibility to proceed 
with the work as map out.

Railway Notes.

of the ninety days limit.

A material in- 
crease in shipments is expected, however, after 
Jan. 1, 1894. The amount of grain still in the 
hands of farmers is said to be quite large. It is 
expected to be marketed in the next two months. 
There is considerable satisfaction manifested, 
however, by the traffic officials, because rates are 
well maintained by all lines, which tuts down 
materially the losses resulting from light traffic.

I do not say that 
this is positive proof against the existence of the 
man, but I do contend that this negative evi- 
dence is as important as the positive evidence of 
the four specimens discove It must also be 
borne in mind that many good geologists anu 
archeologists have looked over Ee, of stones 
in gravel or upon bars. If primitive man's 
relics were so scatte as to leave but very 
few specimens to several hundred thousand 
yards of drift, it seems to me t more 
specimens would be found when one takes into 
consideration the number of searchers and the 
ground which each will cover in a season of field 
work, If there were buta few hundred glacial 
folk, and the few thousand specimens which 
each would use during his lifetime were scat- 
tered generally, I would take it that the four 
specimens found would be a fair average. But 
those who are believers in the existence of such 
a man claim that his tribe continued for a long 
period of time. If 2 be true we must ac- 
count for the loss of many millions of ob- 
jects. It is hardly — that all of these 
were so distributed that they would escape the 
eye of the searchers. One of the most intelligent 
—— in Ohio has instructed and offe the 
superiatendent and workmen engaged in hauling 
gravel from an enormous kame at Massillon a 
reward for any palaeoliths, and has asked the 
laborers to notify him before removing any speci- 
men in order that geal ts archeologists 
might see it in situ.

Curcaao, Dec. 16.—{ Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
There are many corporations and individuals in 
this country which are making enormous profits 
under cover of patent rights. Their protection 
extends in many cases to the articles produced 
and in others to one or more processes used in 
the production. Atleast half of all the manu- 
factured articles in use by our people, high and 
low, are leaded with a large additional price to 
the consumer. simply ause the manu- 
facturer has a little monopoly of his own 
8 by the protection of a patent. 

one man or one corporation, or 
at 1 best only a very few are permitted to make 
eae put such articles onthe market. The price 
laced as high as is consistent with consider- 
ble sales and the largest profit. It has no refer- 
— whatever to the cost of production. Almost 
every article of farm machinery is sold for from 
three to ten times its cost to make. So is every 
new contrivance or household use. So small a 
thing as the gimlet-pointed screw, patented, pro- 
duced to the company which bought the right 
from inventer for a song more than 610,000. 
000. Everybody wanted them. Nobody else 
could make them. a sewing machine needle, 
with the eye in e point, paid as much or 
more. The telephone has wrested from the 
public lawfully, but unjustly, ten times 
amount, and is helloing for more. So have the 
various telegraph 883 1 my Aan the 
telegraph patents are owned estern 
Union. Competition is defied * the public is 
milked on every message. So with electric lights, 
electric power, and electric street railroads. 
There are more than thirty patents on different 
devices in every streetcar. The fare boxes used 
on the bob-tailed cars, worth abouth $3 to make 
by the quantity, cost $75 apiece to the com- 
4 — They are patented. sewing machines 
believe the patents have run out. We all re- 
member the enormous prices formerly charged 
forthem. Methods of weaving, spinning, knit- 
ting, ging or sewing of boots and shoes, and 
tens of thousands of other articles are protected 
by patents to such an extent as to bleed the pub- 
lic enormously for the profit of a fortunate few. 

It is often asserted that Andrew Carnegie made 
his mijlions out of the protective tariff. This is 
a mistake. He made the most of it by a patented 
process for manufacturi Bessemer steel, in 
which only he and a few others had an interest. 
and it is now said that he has acquired a new pat- 
ent which may enable him to accumulate ten 
times as much as before. Pullman and his com- 
peers have made their millions from his patented 
palace cars. The country contains many men 
whose vast accumulations have been acquired 
from the community simply under the protection 
of patent rights, and will continue to so accumu- 
late. Every e 2 reader is familiar with 


these facts. 

It is also wellknown that the inventors of 
these patented contrivances seldom themselves 
realize much by their genius. In general they 
are rmen with peculiar ins. No sooner

In rare 
instances only does the inventor get the full ben- 
efit. Why not reward the inventor of a valuable 
contrivance in some manner which should be ex- 
clusively available to him? Why make a new 
idea cost the ple millions of dollars, which 
goes not to the inventor but to some monopoly 
which acquires his patests Or even if the in- 
ventor retains control himself is * just or equit- 
able that he should reap from the . mill- 
ions of money for the expenditure of rain in- 
volved in his invention? Ido not think itis. A 
reasonable reward is eminen proper. An ex- 
orbitantone is not consistent with good con- 
science, 

Now how would this work? 

Repeal the present patent laws. Let Congress 
provide foracommission of expert men to ex- 
amine every suggested new and useful improve- 
ment submitted to them. The plans and specifi- 
cations of such of them as the commission should 
deem worthy to be published and distributed to 
all inquirers, and everybody to be free to make 
use of the invention at will. If after a space of 
two years the invention should prove by practical 
use to be of great and permanent value to the 

ublic, then let the government on proof of the 

act give to the inventor for his own use a 
bounty of from $1,000 to $50,000, according to 
the importance and general utility of his inven- 
tion, and let the boun be reimbursed to the 
government by à reasonable royalty for the use 
of the invention for a sufficiently limited period.

Mopzsro, Cal., Dec. 18.—The enormous ir- 
rigation dam of the Modesto and Turlock irri- 
. Gres districts across Tuolumne River, near 
, Was com pleted today, after two 
if years’ work, 

a — is the highest overflow dam in the world. 
* 110 feet high, 96 feet wide at the base 
and 5 feet at the top. It is in the shape of 
an arch, and 1s 236 feet across the top. The 
cost was about $550,000. The dam will sup- 
ply water to 276,000 acres of land in Stanis- 
us Connty, rendering it fertile and prolific. 
Canals upon both sides have been partially 
finished, the total work 80 far costing $1, 
800, The dam is also intended te to fur- 
nish power by electricity for manufacturing 
urposes.
